Washington, November 21.—(Special.)—Re- 
ports from New York received at the 
treasury department are to the effect that 
the gold reserve was not interfered with 
today. The department officials in con- 
sequence feel just a little better, but they 
expect big drafts Friday and Saturday. 
The fact that ex-Secr@tary Fairchild’s 
bank has drawn more than a million of 
gold from the subtreasury this week has 
bed to much comment here. Fairchild 
seems to be attempting to make the bond 
issue a failure. It is said he will send back 
for several more drayloads of gold between 
now and Saturday. 

In speaking of Fairchild’s action today a 
New York financier said: “The action of 
his bank in wantonly depleting the gold 
reserve at a time like this has the appear- 
ance of a plan to make the treasury trou- 
bie. You know Fairchild and Cleveland are 
friends no longer. They are not on speak- 
ing terms. Why? Well, the truth is not 
exactly known, but the reason is  sup- 
posed to lie in Cleveland’s failure to in- 
vite Fairchild into the present cabine§.’’ 

The treasury people at last recognize that 
other means besides bonds must be resorted 
to in replenishing the gold reserve, and 
they are talking about a law making a 
pertion of all customs dues payable in 
goid coin. That, however, has the same ob- 
jection as issues of bonds. Gold for that 
purpose can likewise be drawn from the 
treasury. 

Mr. Cleveland is at work 
these days on his message. He remains 
out at Woodley working on it. The finan- 
cial part is giving him no end of trouble. 
He is beginning to discover objections to 
the plans mapped out for him by his New 
York banker friends, 

Pugh Is Not Hopeful. 

Senator Pugh, of Alabama, arrived this 
morning. He does not take a very hope- 
ful view of the outlook. . do not hesitate 
to say,’ said he, “that I look for little in 
the direction of legislation such as I would 
to see @nacted. An entire revision of 
our currency system iS necessary and our 
finances should be thoroughly overhauled, 
but there can be no hepe for the free 
coinage of silver, or even the greater use 
of silver, during the present administration. 
For that reason it would be useless to 
attempt to pass a coinage bill. Still, there 
will no doubt be a great deal of discussion 
on this subject during the coming session 
and legislation may grow out of it sooner 
vr later. So far as the tariff is concerned, 
1 believe the people will demand that that 
be left alone for a while. The tariff is not 
the issue now anyhow. The one subject 
now must be the finances and our cur- 
rency. There is very lictle probability of 
any one of the popgun bills passed by the 
house during its closing hours at the last 
session ever passing the senate, and the 
public is taking very little interest in 
them anyhow.” 

Is it to Be a Dead Letter? 

Treasury officials say the income tax 
cannot be coHected until congress makes 
an appropriation to pay the expenses of 
the work. The tax on incomes over $4,000 
for the year 1894 is due on January lst, but 
until congress appropriates $50,000 to pay 
for the force to be employed in collecting 
it it is said at the treasury department 
that the work cannot be commenced.

‘Mr. Cleveland construes the result of the

It is apparent already that a vigorous

“This bond issue is an outrage upon the. 
people,’”” said he as he lighted a plump 
nickel cigar and brushed a speck of dust 
from a new $60 suit, less tariff.

“Congress should take some action to 
stump such assumption of power on the 
part of Mr. Cleveland, and I believe it 
will. 

“Yes, sir, there will be lively times when 
congress meets over this bond business.”’

REPUBLICANS ARE ALARMED. 


They Are Afraid Evans Will Not Have 
Enough Votes, 

Nashville, Tenn., November 21.—(Special.) 
The republicans in Tennessee are greatly 
exercised over the fact that Secretary of 
State Morgan has refused to let any one see 
the official returns in’ the recent election 
until every county has complied with the 
law requiring that certified copies of the 
poll books be sent in. He does this by the 
advice of Attorney General Pickle. The 
secretary of state simply compiles the vote 
for governor, but the canvassing board, 
composed of the secretary of state, the gov- 
ernor and attorney general, canvasses the 
vote for senators and joint representative. 

Chairman Newell Sanders, of the repub- 
lican state committee, today by letter for- 
mally demanded a certified copy of the ofii- 
cial returns. Mr. Morgan declined to grant 
the request for the stated reason that the 
returns were not complete, and Tirat for 
this reason he had been unable to canvass 
the returns. Late in the afternoon Mr. 
Sanders presented Secretary Morgan with 
another leter in which he says: “‘What I 
wanted was certified copies of the certifi- 
cates of the various sheriffs of the different 
counties of the state, showing the result 
of the election in each county,’”’ and asks: 
“Will you be kind enough to furnish me 
With copies thereof upon your fees therefor 
being paid?’ 

Returns All In. 

Mr. Morgan told Mr. Sanders that. he 
would reply to this letter in the morning. In 
case he again refuses to give out the re- 
turns it is not Known what further action 
will be taken, but it is thought that man- 
damus proceedings will ensue. What the 
republicans think of the situation is shown 
in the following interview secured from Mr. 
Sanders tonight: 

“It has been given out through the news- 
papers that the vote for governor would be 
known from the secretary of state’s office 


. as soon as the certified copies of the returns 


of the sheriffs of all the counties were in. 


The last of these came in on Monday, 
and the people of the state fully 
expected to know what Mr. Evans’s 


plurality was on the face of the returns, 
but now the secretary of state, to the sur- 
prise of all, refuses to give out this infor- 
matron. The information we have from 
every other source shows the election of 
Mr. Evans by a plurality of 1,000 to 2,000 and 
it is evident that the official returns as cer- 
tified by the sheriffs show the same thing, 
for if they did not, Judge Turney’s friends 
would certainly announce the fact imme- 
diately. 
Looks Suspicious. 

“This, coupled with the fact that the 

county officers in some g¢f the counties have 
refused to allow any republican to see the 
returns and have refused to give the re- 
turns back to the public as they have them 
made up, and the fact that Judge Turney’s 
friends are saying that Evans will not be 
seated and the fact that they are traveling 
around over the state, leads Mr. Evans’s 
friends to believe that he is being counted 
out somewhere. They can see no other rea- 
sons for keeping the returns secret. Judge 
Turney has access to the returns sent. to 
him officially, and Mr. Evans is denied 
copies of the returns in the counties and 
the office of secretary of state to which he 
believes he is certainly entitled by law. 
How this can help raising suspicion in the 
minds of all honest ‘people I cannot under- 
stand. There is intense excitement all over 
the state and I am besieged from all parts 
of the state for information. I feel forced 
to gay this as a matter of information to 
the people because the pressure is so great. 
The indignation among democrats is as 
great as it is among republicans. I have 
been assured by hundreds of democrats by 
telegrams, letters and in person, of their 
support if there is any attempt to count 
Mr. Evans out. I am pleased to see that 
nearly all the leading democratic papers in 
the state are opposed to anything of the 
kind and I feel it my duty now to say -to 
all these people that the time has come 
to act. 
_Mr. Evans's friends have nothing to con- 
ceal and I do not believe that the with- 
holding of information by Judge Turney’s 
friends will be approved or even tolerated 
by the. masses of the people of the state 
regardless of party.’ 


MANDERSON HAS NO SHOW. 


Nebraska Will Send Some Other Re- 
publican to the Senate. 
Omaha, Neb., November 21.—(Special.)~ 
The republican fight for the United States 
senatorship has become very fierce and 
bitter. Senator Manderson has no follow- 
ing for re-election. The leading candidate 
is John M. Thurston, of Omaha, general 
solicitor of the Union Pacific. The other 
candidates are Governor Crounse, ex-Sena- 
tor Paddock, Church Howes, Tom Majors, 
just defeated for governor; G. M. Lam- 
bertson, of Lincoln, ex-assistant secretary 
of the treasury, and John L. Webster, of 
Omaha. Thurston seemed certain of the 
plum at first, but indications point to a 
combination against him. Friends of Ma- 
jors accuse Thurston of Knifing Majors 
during the recent campaign. The legisla- 
ture is heavily republican on joint ballot.

DON MAY SETTLE IT. 


Japan Would Consider Peace Negotiations 
Coming Throagh Him. 


UNCLE SAMS OFFER APPRECIATED 


European Powers Have No Oppor- 


tunity to Get Into This. 


CHINA IS READY TO QUIT FIGHTING. 


She Is Not Doing Much—A Speedy Peace 
Is All That Can Save the Great 
Empire. 


Washington, November 21.—The state de- 
partment has received a cable reply from 
Japan, through Minister Dun, at Tokio, to 


the United States’ suggestion of a media- 


tion. , 

The Japanese legation hete has also re- 
ceived from the foreign office in Japan a 
cable message stating that a reply has been 
made, and giving its terms. Both cables 
‘were received here Sunday jafternoon. 

The cable to Secretary Gresham is ac- 
companied by unusual dignity and formal- 
ity in having the imperial sanction of his 
majesty, the emperor of Japan. It is rare- 
ly that the emperor speaks in diplomatic 
negotiations, so that his action in this case 
is evidence of Japan’s desire to express its 
appreciation of the course of the United 
States. 

The message is in two parts, the first giv- 
ing the imperial expression of good will, 
and saying that the success of the Japan- 
ese arms had been such that China should 
approach Japan directly. 

The second part is more directly from 
Minister Dun, and expresses as the views 
of tne Japanese foreign offices, that, as 
China has no minister at Tokio to submit 
a direct proposition, it could be made by 
China through Minister Dun. The cable 
to Minister Kurino is substantially the 
same as the foregoing. 7 

The replies were decided or at a special 
meeting of the Japanese cabinet on Satur- 
day and were sent from Tokio Saturday 
night, but the transmission delayed them 
until Sunday. < 

Japan’s Reply Is Well Liked. 

The tone of the reply and the expressions 
of imperial good will give much satisfac- 
tion to the officials here, and now that the 
facts are known no further reserve is main- 
tained as to the terms of the negotiations 
which have hitherto been withheld. 

It appears that at the outset, Secretary 
Gresham consulted Minister Kurino, as 
there was no desire to take action which 
would be otherwise than agreeable to Ja- 
pan. At a conference between the secre- 
tary and the minister, at which Secretary 
Carlisle was present, the entire purpose of 
this country was made clear. This was 
before Mr. Gresham had sent the message 
to Japan, suggesting American mediation. 
It. was made clear that President Cleveland 
had no désire to mediate the trouble, but 
on the contrary felt that the exercise of 
the good offices of the United States might 
entail a serious burden and responsibility, 
and possibly excite ultimate feeling by one 
party or. the other. Under these circum- 
stances no action would be taken if Japan 
felt it would ereate an awkward situation. 
Particular stress was laid on the fact that 
Japan would be entirely free to act as she 
saw fit; that there was no pressure to have 
her accept American mediation and that 
the entire proceeding was due to the be- 
lief that this country was in a position to 
render  gervice to both belligerents. 
These sentiments were cordially 
reciprocated by Minister Kurino so that 
Mr. Gresham had the co-operation of the 
Japanese minister before the message was 
transmitted to Japan through Minister Dun. 
Since then the minister has further co-op- 
erated with the secretary, and the kindly 
reply, with imperial sanction, is the re- 
silt. 

A new and important situation is now pre- 
sented by Japan’s proposition that China 
make a direct offer through United States 
Minister Dun at Tokio. This makes Mr. 
Dun the interesting center of negotiations 
from this time forward, unless the United 
States should decline to allow him to act 
as the direct representative of China in sub- 
mitting an offer. This is not anticipated, 
however. It is said that the usual course 
would be fgr the state department to notify 
Mr. Dun and also Minister Denby at Pe- 
king that they were at liberty to transmit 
from China to Japan guch direct peace over- 
tures as the former desired to make. It 
would then be for China to formulate its 
offer to Minister Denby. He, in turn, would 
transmit it to minister Dun as China’s di- 
rect offer, and not as an intermediary offer 
through the United States. 

The state department undoubtedly would 
be apprised of the action of Messrs. Denby 
and Dun, but would not be the channel of 
their communication, as it is the basis of 
Japan’s new proposition that the offer come 
direct from China and not through the me- 
diation of the United States. 

The reply of Japan is so conciliatory and 
receptive that it is pointed out that Minis- 
ter Dun’s skill as a diplomat has scope for 
conspicuous service in terminating the war. 

This Leaves Them All Out. 


The action of the European powers on the 
new phase of the question is now awaited 
with much interest. Japan’s suggestion 
that Minister Dun will be an acceptable me- 
dium of communication from China in ef- 
fect eliminates Great Britain, France and 
the other powers from being a factor in the 
negotiations. It is believed, however, from 
official information received here, that Rus- 
sia, Italy and Germany will certainly look 
with favor on China’s dealing through Min- 
ister Dun, The same sources indicate that 
Austria probably will give her adherence, as 
her membership in the triple alliance makes 
her foreign policy similar to that of Ger- 
many and Italy. The position of .Germany 
has been so closely analogous to that of the 
United States that it has been a question of 
doubt within the last few days whether 
Germany might not be substituted for the 
United States in the offer of mediation. As 
there is to be no mediation, Germany’s po- 


sition still remains favorable to an adjust-- 


ment along the lines suggested by Japan. 

Italy has already notified the allied pow- 
erg that she cannot consent to forcible in- 
tervention, which is equivalent to a declar- 
ation in favor of a peaceable settlement 
such as would come through China's offer 
to Minister Dun. It can also be stated pos- 
itively that Great Britain has favored the 
recent offer of mediation by the United 
States on the grounds that it is presumed 
it would save China from utter destruction 


and thus preserve the British trade with 


China, Under these circumstances it fs be- 
lieved by officials and diplomats who are fa- 
miliar with all the correspondence that the 
European powers cannot, with ’ propriety, 
interfere with any offer which China wishes 
to make directly through United mates

CITIES IN ROENS. 


Great Sufferig Throughout Italy—An- 

other Shock Yesterday. 

Rome, November 21.—Relief funds_for the 

earthquake sufferers -have been opened 
throughout Italy and the military com- 
manders in the afflicted districts have been 
ordered to give every assistance to the 
sufferers by providing them with tents, 
bread, etc. 
‘An earthquake shcck today was felt in 
Calabria, Catania, and the island of Lipari 
in addition to being felt at Messina in 
Sicily. At the latter place a religious pro- 
cetsion marched through the streets today, 
headed by Cardiral Guiseppe Guarino, arch- 
bishop ef Messina, offering up prayers for 
the safety of the inhabitants. The cathe- 
dral was closed in order to avoid a disas- 
ter in the event of renewed earthquake 
shocks here. 

News from the districts shaken by the 
recent earthquakes comes in slowly, but 
every dispatch shows that the devastation 
was far greater than the’éarly reports indi- 
cated. 

Thirty-eight communes suffered severely. 
San Procopio, Oppido, Mamertino, Scilla 
and Palmi, all in Reggio di Calabria and 
with a total population of some 28,000, are 
little more than heaps of ruins. Many desti- 
tute families from the ruined towns are 
pillaging the GCamaged shops and houses. 
The total damage is estimated now as near- 
ly 7,000,000 lire. The volcano on Stromboli 
island is in full eruption and Aetna and 


Vesuvius are active.

BIG LUCK OR A BIG LIE. 


Gold Is Reported to Have Been Found 
in an Indian Mound. 

Knoxville, Tenn., November 21.—Great ex- 
citement /revails ‘in Union county, about 
twenty-five miles from this city, over the 
discovery in an Indian mound of about $435,- 
000 worth of gold bars and nuggets. 

About a week ago, a Cherokee woman 
named Anna MoDonald, granddaughter .of 
Chief Mcintosh, one of the famous chief- 
tains of her tribe, appeared in the neighbor- 
hood with a map showing the purported lo- 
‘cation of a large amount of hidden treasure.

People were disposed to treat her as a 
crank at first, but finally the owner of the 
farm on which the treasure was located 
agreed to open the ‘mound for half of the 
trearsure if any was found. 

Three days ago, workmen commenced ex- 
cavating and early this morning found $16 
wortH of dust and nuggets in a jar. Later 
they unearthed an iron box containing 
$30,000 worth of precious metal. She claims 
there is a great deal more to be unearthed. 

Two thousand people gathered in the 
neighborhood of the mound, and fifty men 
armed with Winchesters are guarding the 
treasure spot tonight.

Interested Parties Send Out Estimates 
W hich Are Falso and Ca!culated to 
Influence the Market. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 21.—Com- 
missioner Lane, of Alabama, has issued his 
address to the cotton growers of the south, 
which was authorized by the late meeting 
of the cotton growers, held in Montgomery. 
He says: 

“This convention was called by myself 
for the purpose of considering and devis- 
ing means through which southern cotton 
growers might protect themselves from the 
many unfair devices used to depress the 
value of our chief staple. The most promi- 
nent one being fictitious reports fabricated 
in the main cotton markets sent out by 
cotton exchanges and emanating from the 
minds of men who make a precarious liv- 
ing as the bears on the cotton market.” 

He then quotes largely from printed esti- 
mates sent out by interested parties as to 
the size of the present crop and shows by 
figures that it will not amount to anything 
like that what is claimed. He shows by 
the following statement the benefits to be 
derived from the producers coming to- 
gether and acting in harmony. Consequent 
upon the enormous crop produced in the 
season 1891-92 a cotton convention was held 
in Memphis under the auspices of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Cotton Growers’ Associa- 
tion. The recent convention at Mont- 
gomery was eminently satisfactory to all 
engaged in it. The express purpose of this 
meeting was to take action towards the re- 
duction of the cotton acreage. How well it 
succeeded in its effort, history of cotton 
will bear us out. A decrease in acreage 
followed the ensuing season of ’92 and ’93 
of 3,456,439, an acreage that is larger than 
“is planted in any one. state with the, ex- 
ception of Texas. 

The Market Advanced. 


Pursuant to the Memphis 
convention cotton advanced 
teen points in three days. Pursuant 
to the Montgomery meeting cot- 
ton values advanced twenty-seven 
point. Whether these two occurences were 
coincidental, or whether they were caused 
directly or indirectly by these farmers in 
convention assembled, it is for the country 
to judge, but to my mind it is a practical 
demonstration of a fact that the vibrations 
of the cotton market are as sensitive and 
responsive to the’ touch of a convention 
of practical farmers as they are to manip- 
ulations of metropolitan fakirs. 

“The dominating questions confronting 
the farmers, first, is to refute the iniqui- 
tous reports being sent out by unscrupu- 
lous persons, and bearing down present 
prices, and, secondly, to co-operate in an 
endeavor to again decrease the acreage by 
planting the same in and producing more 
‘home consumption’ crops. 

“Over production encourages and fosters 
manipulation, and it should be the effort 
of every intelligent and patriotic citizen of 
the south to enlist all the ‘instrumentali- 
ties available to resist this current that 
is insidiously day by day drifting us into 
the vortex of poverty and destitution. 

As to the Visible Supply. 

There is less visible supply on hand than 
for years. Mills have less on hand, people 
have less clothes on account of the en- 
forced economy of hard times. 

The total visible supply of cotton in the 
world is 224,205 bales less than in 1893, and 
605,414 less than 1892. 

The currency and tariff questions are 
virtually settled and all the indications at 
present point to a speedy return of general 
prosperity, and cotton prices must natural- 
ly rule higher. 

“We are of the opinion that after all this 
matter can only be accomplished by inde- 
pendent individual action, stimulated by 
intelligent argument, and I hall undertake 
to prove that to a great extent it is the 
over-productiono f cotton in excess of its 
consumption that is causing the falling off 
in values until it has reached that point 
which makes it less than van possiblyl be 
produced by southern planters.”’ 

They Met in Jackson, 

He concluded his addres by ,saying: 
“The convention at Montgomery adjourned 
to meet at Jackson, Miss., on the second 
Wednesda in January 1895, when and whew 
we will endeavor to go into a perma- 
nent organization under the name of the 
Southern Cotton Growers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation. 

The various governors of the states will 
be requested to appaoint four delegates 
from each congressional district ‘and three 
from the state at large. The commioners 
of agriculture were elected vice presidents 
for their respective states. 1 urge upon 
all farmers and others interested in this 
movement to attend the meeting at Jack- 
son, as it is a question of the gravest im- 
portance to the common country.”

Cleveland, 0., November 21.—The Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union con- 
vention was brought to a close tonight with 
a meeting in Music hall under the auspices 
of the Federated Unions of this city. The 
convention has been the most successful 
in the history of the union. Next year’s 
convention will probably be held in Balti- 
more. 

Among the resolutions éleoted were the 
following: 

**Resolved, That we look with alarm at 
the increasing desecration of the Sabbath 
and the demands of the liquor traffic for 
the open Sunday saloon and call upon the 
executives of the law and others in au- 
thority, as well as upon moral and religi- 
ous people, to unite in the enforcement of 
such laws as do exist and to prevent fur- 
ther encroachment on this day of rest.

THE INFIDEL WITNESS

Forced to Testify and the Lynchers 
Will Most Likely Hang. 
Memphis, Tenn., November 21.—Today’s 
proceedings in the trial of Smith and Rich- 
ardson, charged with lynching six negroes, 
have been of the most sensational charac- 
ter. Sheriff A. J. McCarver, father of 
‘“‘Butch”’ McCarver, the infidel witness, was 
put on the stand this morning. He was 
asked by General Peters, for the state, how 
long he had known of his son’s agnosti- 
cism before the latter had told it upon the 
stand. Counsel for the defense objected 
and wanted to know the purpose of the 
question, whereupon General Peters arose 
and, addressing the court, but keenly eye- 
ing the sheriff, who sat in the witness 
stand, delivered an arraignment of that 
official, the like of which was never heard 

in a Tennessee court before. 

He accused the sheriff of such conduct 
in the summoning of men for jury service 
as made it impossible for the state to secure 
a fair panel to try the case, and the lawyer 
concluded by charging directly that the 
sheriff had used his office to assist the de- 
fendants in cheating the law, and had con- 
nived with his son's treachery and perjury 
in evading his duty asa witness. 

The sheriff listened to this arraignment 
speechiess, and slunk out of the courtroom 
after it was over. Counsel then argued 
the question of the admissibility of ‘‘Butch”’ 
McCarver’s evidence, but Judge Cooper de- 
cided to force him to testify on the ground 
that he is not sincere in stating that he is 
an infidel. Butch McCarver was placed on 
the stand, and the remainder of the day 
was consumed by the state’s effort to in- 
duce ‘this reluctant witness to tell what 
he knows as he told it before the grand 
jury. McCarver’s efforts were directed to- 
ward clearing Richardson from complicity 
in the crime. He related, a few days be- 
fore the killing, he had been invited by 
Smith and Jim Sisley to take part in the 
killing. Smith then told him, he says, that 
Richardson was employed to make the ar- 
rests and that. they wanted McCarver to 
help Richardson at that part of the work. 
It was McCarver’s part to intimate that 
Richardson was to make the arrests in 
good faith. McCurver was then to have 
gone to Smith’s residence, near Kerrville, 
on the morning before the killing. A body 
or men was to meet Kicnardson that nignt 
as he came towards Memphis, overpower 
him and kill his captive negroes. All these 
facts were extracted from McCarver with 
the greatest difficulty, and many -other 
statements of a material character that 
he made to the grand jury he would not 
repeat today, saying he had forgotten 
them. 

A mass meeting of citizens has been call- 
ed to demand the removal of Sheriff Me- 
Carver. 


TO PROSECUTE BOB. 
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He May Have to Wear Stripes for 
Killing Riordan. 


Syracuse, N. Y., November 21.—District 
Attorney Benjamin J. Shove, who is in 
Cleveland, has telegraphed his assistants 
to use every effort to secure evidence 
against Bob Fitzsimmons on the charge of 
causing the death of ‘‘Con’’ Riordan for the 
inquest tomorrow. 

One of the physicians who was present at 
the autopsy on Riordan says that instead of 
only one blood clot on the brain three were 
formed in different parts, any one of which 
would have csused death. 

Richard Riordan, of San Francisco, has 
sent word to forward the body of his broth- 
er, no matter what the expense. The rc- 
mains will be placed in a metailic case and 
sent. 


HAD NO CHANCE TO FIRE. 


A Desperauo Killea ‘Before He Could

News reached the city today of the killing 
of Tom Wilson, a notorious and desperate 
negro, Dy a posse of citizens who went to 
arrest him on a warrant.

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NOT VBRY DAMAGING 


The Testimony of the State's Witnesses 
‘Was Not in Harmony. 


TODAY MAY MAKE A GREAT CHANGE 


Witnesses for the Defense Yesterday 
fwore That Fontano Had a Knife. 
More Testimony for Today: 


There was variety of testimony _in the 
case yesterday, and before the 
close of the afternoon session both the 
state and defense had closed. 
This morning, however, the state will 
introduce evidence in rebuttal, which will 
probably be followed by evidence in surre- 
buttal from the defendant’s side of the trial. 
The testimony was on hand, not only in 
variety, but there was a decided variance 
as to position and exchange of words. 
Three witnesses stated that at the same 
place there were three different positions 
occupied by the two men—McDonald and 
Fontano. One witness testified that at a 
given point McDonald was walking ahead 
of Fontano, while another stated positively 
that at this same point the two were walk- 
ing side by side; still another declared that 
Fontano was walking ahead of McDonald. 
As to the exact positions of the men at the 
shooting, none of the witnesses, for state 
or defense, give exactly the same account. 
Of the witnesses for the state, none of 
them would swear positively that Fontano 
did not have a knife in his hand, though 
all of them were sure that if he had had

one they would very likely have seen it. 
On the other hand two of the witnesses in- 
troduced for the defense swore positively that 
there was a knife in Fontano’s hand when 
the first shot was fired. In his statement, 
made in the afternoon, McDonald told the 
‘same story and said that he shot only when 
he was in fear of being killed by Fontano. 
The Remaining Jurors Secured. 

When court was called to order yesterday 
morning there still remained three jurors 
to complete the jury. The first panel called 
into the jury box was all set aside for 
cause or because the prisoner or state ob- 
jected. In the second panel, however, the 
rest of the jury was selected. The first ore 
was W. H. Hughes, 
Winchester machine works; the meat Woo 
W. W. Hyatt, who travels for John Silvey 
& Co., and the twelfth was C. W. 
Ball, of the Atlanta Dental Company. 

The first witness introduced by the state 
was Mrs. W. H. Jenkins, an eye-witness to 
the shooting. She testified that her atten- 
tion was first attracted to McDonald and 
Fontano, who were pussing near her home 
on Nelson street, by the shadows of two 
men. She looked and saw the first shot; 
that Fontaro then run and finally tried to 
catch by a post and fell. She said that after 
shooting once, McDonald presented 
the pistol the second, third and fourth time, 
as if trying to shoot; that one time he 
presented the pistol was in the alley, down 
which he ran after shooting Fontano; she 
Gaw nothing in Fontano’s hands. The wit- 
megs thought that if there had been any- 
thing in either of Fontano’s hands she could 
have seen it, but wouldn't swear positively 
that there was not. She saw nothing, how- 
ever. 

Another Eye-Witness Testifies. 

Mrs. J. F. McNeill was the state’s next 
witness. She said that last July, and at the 
time of the killing of Fontano, she lived 
at 58 Nelson street. She stated that she was 
sitting at her window sewing and saw two 
men walking along, the smaller, a bit in 
advance of the other. They seemed, to the 
witness, to be quarreling, and soon passed 
beyond her view. She was sitting at a side 
window. The report of a pistol was. heard 
by the witness and she ran to the front 
door of her home in time to see McDonald 
pointing his pistol at Fontano, who was 
running. McDonald appeared to be trying 
to sheot and then disappeared down the 
alley. She was pretty certain that Fontano 
had no weapon of any kind in his hand and 
Saw none after she reached him. The wit- 
ness was the first to get to Fontano and 
helped him to his knees. 

Still Anether Eye-Witness. 

‘Mrs. J. C. Wilson, of 64 Nelson street, 
Was another eye-witness. 

“My aittention was attracted,” said she, 
“by two men on the street near my house 
Who were cursing and appeared to be quar- 
reling. The young man was walking along 
in front of the older man, who was talk- 
ing. A minute later I saw the smoke from 
the pistol and then ran to my back door 
end saw the young man about to jump 
down an embankment. I then ran to the 
front door to see who was shot and saw 
the man on his knees. Mrs. McNeill was 
supporting him. I saw no knife nor any 


_ Weapon in the hands of the man whio was 


ehot.’”’ 

On the cross-examination the witness 
gaid that the older man was walking be- 
hind and appeared to be jabbering in a 
oe language.

Mr. J. O. White, introduced for the state, 
stated that he was at his store and Mc- 
Donald and Fontano came by; that he 
heard the little fellow say:

J. A. Gaddis proved to be a witness en- 
tirely favorable to McDonald’s side of the 
ease. He stated that he was standing near 
Mr. White when the men came by and 
heard the larger of the two men call the 
smaller a G— d— Har, and that the little 
one replied: 

“You're another, and I’ll shoot h—1l out 
of you.”’ | 

“I followed them, as I was going in that 
direction,’”’ continued Mr, Gaddis. ‘They 
walked along and I saw the larger man 
throw up one hand—he kept the right hand 
at his side. The smalier man then shot 
and the man shot ran, and as he ran put 
his right hand down to his side or into his 
trousers pocket.’”’ 

On the cross-examination and the redi- 
rect the witness stated that he was not 
certain that Fontano put his right hand 
into his trousers pocket but thought <hat 
he did. 

At this point the state closed and court 
adjourned until 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

A Knife Found in Fontano’s Pocket. 


The defense began its side of the case 
as soon as court convened in the after- 
noon in the superior courtroom. The first 
witness was Coroner Paden. He testified 
that he handed a knife to W. H. Myers, 
who works for Charlies Swift, the under- 
taker, and that Myers told him the knife 
was taken out of Fontano’s pocket. It was 
an open knife. 

Mr. W. H. Myers, the next witness, stated 
that he searched the pockets of the dead 
man and in the right-hand pants pocket he 
took out an open knife. The knife exhibited 
was identified as the knife. 

Proving Fontano Had a High Temper. 

Forrest Collins testified that he had seen 
Fontano and McDonald at Mrs. Bell's 
house fighting and that Fontano had a 
pistol trying to shoot McDonald, and that 
McDonald was holding him by the arm and 
asking him not to shoot. The affair was 
settled by Fontano leaving the room and 
nothing more was.said at the time. 

Sam Gallamore testified that he was at 
Ponce de Leon pond upon one occasiop, in 
bathing with several men, among them Mc- 
Donald; witness also said that Fontano 
was at the pond but not in the water. 

“Montano,’’ said the witness, “called to 
me as I was going into the woods and 
finally came up to me. He asked me to 
lend him my pistol, which was a 44-caliber 
Colt’s make. I told him that I didn’t have 
it with me. He looked in my clothes, which 
were nearby and found that what I had 
said was true. I asked him what he wanted 
with the knife; at first he did not reply. I 
asked him again and he said that he wanted 
‘it to shoot McDonaid with. He said that 
McDonald had been fooling with his woman 
and that he wouid ‘kill the d—d scoundrel.’ 
I told him that he would only get into 
trouble. He jerked out a long, keen-bladed

The witness was shown the knife that had 
been identified by Myers and the coroner as 
the one that came out of Fontano’s pocket 
and said that it looked like the knife. 

On the cross-examination Mr. B. H. Hill 
asked the witness if he was not under an 
indictment for assault with intent to murder, 
and after being instructed by Judge Clark 
that he did not have to answer, Gallamore 
refused to reply, saying that the records 
would show it if he was. 

Telis of a Knife He Saw. 

A. Q. Stearman was introduced and sworn 
for the defense. He testified that he met 
McDonald and Fontano at the third house 
this side of Nelson and Mangum streets. 

“McDonald was walking in front,’’ said 
the witness, “and I heard him say, with 
an oath, ‘do it.” Fontano replied with an 
oath, ‘you American brute, if I get my 
hands on you I'll make doll strings out of 
you.’ I saw a knife in Fontano’s right 
hand.” 

Witness did not see the shooting. The 
cross-examination brought out nothing new 
and did not change the statement of the 
witness. 

W. B. Parker, another witness, testified 
that he saw them and thought that he 
saw a knife in Fontano’s hand. He did not 
see any part of the shooting. 

Charlies Johnson saw McDonald walking 
in front of Fontano and heard Fontano say, 
“I told you not to do it,” and heard Mc- 
Donald reply, *‘Well, I did it.’’ 

Retire for a Consultation. 

At this juncture the defendant and his 
attorneys retired for a consultation. They 
so00n returned and Wesley Williams was 
put on the stand. He testified that on the 
morning of the killing, before the shooting, 
McDonald tried to sell the pistol to him but 
that he didn’t care to buy one but wanted 
to swap it for a watch. 

Sam McDonald, the father of the defend- 
ant, was put on the stand and testified that 
the pistol with which the killing was done 
was one that had been in the house in a 
bureau drawer for two months. 

Herschel McDonald’s Statement. 

The defendant then took the stand and 
read his statement. ‘Although it was in his 
own handwriting he read it very slowly 
and in school-boy tashion. 

“J am seventeen years old. I have beena 
stereotyper by occupation for a little over a 
year, and have had to work pretty con- 
stantly, as my father is in bad health and 
out of employment, and I had to support 
the family, consisting of my father and 
mother. 

‘Several weeks before the 10th of July 1 
had met Mike Fontano at the house of 
Mrs. Bell, who lives in our neighborhood on 
Fair street, Fontano and a friend of mine, 
Mr. Lowe, boarded there. Some weeks be- 
fore the shooting occurred I had trouble at 
Mrs. Beil’s house with Fontano. Mrs. Bell 
and Lowe were neighbors and acquaint- 
ances, and I dropped by to see them fre- 
quently. At the first trouble I speak of Fon- 
tano seemed to take some offense at 
me and used rough language to me, and

and catching my face in his hands almost 
broke my nose. I struggled to get away 
from him, but could not. He weighed over 
two hupdred and twenty pounds, and was. 
very strong and could handle me without 
any trouble. He abused me very much, 
calling me a ‘— — —-—- — — —. ’ For some 
cause he seemed to have a spite against me 
and would get mad frequently when I would 
be talking to Mrs. Bell, and did not seem to 
like it when I came to the house. 1 do not 
know why Fontano was staying at Mrs. 
Bell’s house. Mrs. Bell’s husband was away 
most of the time, being an engineer on the 
Central railroad. About a week before the 
shooting all my family had left for a few 
days on account of my grandmother's last 
sickness, and I was left at home alone. 
Lowe invited me to stay with him at Mrs. 
Bell’s, where I stayed for a day or two. 

“I work in The Constitution office all night 
and was compelled to sleep during the day. 
Fontano was still at Mrs. Bell’s, and seem- 
ed sulky when I was aroused, but we had 
no trouble on thig occasion, and I left in a 
day or two and went home. I had made 
friends with him after the first fight. I was 
afraid of him. I had been working hard 
and regularly for a long time, and on the 
10th of July, had made up my mind to get 
a@ pass and go to Tybee and spend a few 
days. Several months before the shooting 
I had bought for $1.50 a cheap pistol, second- 
handed, and I took the pistol out home 
where it was kept in my father’s bureau. 
When I was getting ready to go to Tybee 
and needed some money I thought I would 
sell this pistol and got the pistol and some 
cartridges that were in the drawer out and 
put them in my pocket, and on the day of 
the shooting tried to sell the pistol to Mr. 
Wesley, who ig at the corner of Fair and 
Peters streets, but it was not a self-acting 
pistol and Wesley would not buy it. I then 
made.up my mind to take it up town and 
sell it. I then went on up Pair street from 
Wesley’s and stopped by Mrs. Bell's, which 
was on my way, and stepped in. Mrs. 
Bell and Fontano were both there. I told 
Mrs. Bell that I wag going to Tybee to 
spend a few days. I spoke to Fontano in 
a friendly manner, but he seemed mad. Mrs. 
Bell then told me that she hoped that I 
would wait for a few days and that she and 
quite a number of others were going and 
that we could all go together. I told her I 
would like to if I could arrange about the 
passes. Fontano then rose up and began to 
curse and abuse me and again called me a 
‘— * and teld me 40 
leave the house. I told him that I had as 
much business there as he did; he then 
started at me. I caught up a chair and 
told him to stop. Fontano then went into 
John Lowe’s room and came out with a 
pistol, which he pointed at me and told 
me he would kill me. I caught his hand 
and told him that I was not ready to die, 
and asked him not to kill me, and as we 
were right near the street and somebody 
was passing in front of the house, Fontano 
then went back into Lowe’s room with the 
pistol. I then turned around and told Mrs. 
Bell that I was going to town, and as I 
started out the door Fontano said: ‘Yes, by 
God, I am going up town, too.’ But I turn- 
ed back towards Peters street, intending to 
wait until Fontano left and then go back to 
ask Mrs. Bell about her party which was 
going to Tybee—Fontano had broken up our 
conversation. While down on Peters street, 
I told several persons of having had the 
fight, after which IE went back to Mrs. 
Bell’s. To my surprise, Fontano was still 
there, and had not gone up town, as he 
stated. I immediately turned to go, but 
Fontano followed me. When we got to the 
corner of Walker and Fair streets Fontano 
hed been cursing me all the way, but 1 
was afraid of him. At the corner of Walker 
and Fair streets Fontano had almost caught 
up with me, and said: ‘God d—n your soul, 
1 am going to kill you.’ I crossed the street 
and he followed. He then called me a name 
wlich I hate to repeat—he called me — 

, adding other words which I 
won't mention. When he called me this we 
had not got far from the corner of Waiker 
and Fair, and. I walked faster. Fontano 
kept following and cursing me till we got 
about seventy-five yards from the Nelson 
street bridge. I then turned around and 
pointed my finger at him and told him to 
go away and let me alone. He then said: 
‘G—d d—n you, I am going to make doil 
rags out of you.’ I then noticed what I 
had not fully seen before—he had some- 
thing in his hand pointing up his sleeve. 
I had noticed him for some distance carry- 
ing his hand in a strange way, but this 
was the first time I had noticed anything 
in his hand. Just as he said he was going 
to make doll rags out of me he raised his 
hand, and I saw a large knife. He tried to 
reach me aud raised his arm with the knife 
in his hand to stick it in me, and I jumped 
out of the way, drawing my pistol as I 
did so, and shot. I did not know whether 
my shot had taken effect or not. I knew 
Fontano was trying to kill me, and knew 
that if I had missed him he would be sure 
to do so. I tried to cock the pistol again, 
but it would not work. I then turned to 
get out of the way, still trying to cock the 
pistol and still believing that Fontano 
would kill me, but at this point I saw that 
something was the matter with Fontano 
end saw him drop his right hand to his 
pocket, and then put both hands to his 
breast. I did not want to be the center of 
a crowd which I knew would collect, and so 
I walked down the alley to Peters street 
and gave myself up. I was very much 
excited and scared when the police took 
me. Many people asked me questions and I 
think I said some things without knowing 
what I said, because I was excited so bad. 
I told the policeman that Fontano tried to 
cut me and I shot him, and that I had 
given my pistol to Mr. Rowan. I then told 
the policeman all I had on me Was a little 
pocket knife, which I pulled out and gave 
to him. 

‘“T want to say that I know nothing 
against Mrs. Bell as a lady. She was sim- 
plv a neighbor and friend.’’ a 
Aboat the Pistol That Did the Hilling. 

Just at-the end of McDonald’s statement 
the defense announced closed. Mr. Hill then 
stated that he would put in the pistol as 
evidence and exhibited it. Mr. McDonaid 
asked to see it. He took it and tried to 
get the cartridges out but couldn’t. A Con- 
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stitution reporter who was at the trial at . 


onee recognized the pistol as one that had 
been stolen from his desk. Instead of being 
a cheap pistol as described by McDonald it 
was a handsome silver-mounted, old-style 
Smith & Wesson, breaking from the under 
side. It had an old-style handle of mahog- 
any.. When asked by the owner of the 
pistol where he got it, McDonald, who 
once worked at The Constitution, stated 
that he purchased it from a negro in the 
office.

The owners immediately shut down 
the plant, which employs between 600 and 
1,000 men, and declared they would not 
resume work until they were relieved of 
city taxes. The mill remained idle for a 
year or so and the business men of Birming- 
ham, about a year ago, feeling the loss of 
patronage from the rolling mill trade, start- 
ed a movement to have the mill property 
exempted from taxation. The city council 
agreed if the mill would resume to use its 
influence in the direction of having the tax 
burden lifted off and Mr. Frank P. O’Brien 
agreed to champion the cause in the as- 
sembly and the mill resumed. Mr. O’Brien 
is now carrying out his part of the con- 
tract.

Roddey’s Plan for the Producer to 
7 Do This 


AN IMPORTANT MEETING YESTERDAY 


* 
The Plan to Form a Cotton Syndicate 
Among the Producers Fully 
Discussed. 


A meeting of cotton men held at the 
Kimball houSe yesterday afternoon recom- 
mended Mr. J. T. Roddey’s plan for con- 
trolling the price of cotton by the -forma- 
tion of a trust. 

This action, however, was taken only as 
individuals, and was opposed by some of 
those present. This opposition was from no 
absolute hostility to Mr. Reddey’s scheme, 
but was due to the fact «hai the idea was 
new and had not been fully investigated. 

Following this recommendation there was 

appointed a committee of three, consist- 
ing ot John T. Roddey, chairman; H. 8. 
Lipscomb, of South Carolina, and J. E. 
Nunnally, of eGorgia, to call county and 
state conventions to elect delegates, one 
from each congressional district and one at 
large, to an interstate convention. 
_ f’nere were about fifty present at the 
meeting, among whom were Commissioner 
ot Agriculture of Alabama Hector D. Lane, 
Commissioner R. T. Nesbitt, of Georgia; W. 
L. Roddey, Rock Hill, S. C.; J. S. Blalock, 
Laurens, 8S. C.; J. T. Duncan,Newberry, S. 
C.; ,Representative J. F. McElmurray, 
Waynesboro, Ga.; H. 8S. Lipscomb, Spar- 
tanburg, 8S. C.; John Bostwick, Morgan 
county, Georgia; J. L. Moore, Rock Hill, 
S. C.; W. J. Moore, Abbeville, S. C.; J. R. 
Black, Monroe, Ga.; B. N. Moore, York 
county, South Carolina, and Representative 
J. P. Brown, of Pulaski county. 

Comissioner Lane, of Alabama, was made 
chairman of the meeting and Mr. J. T. Dun- 
can secretary. 

Commissioner Lane, on taking the chair, 
made an interesting address, heartily en- 
dorsing a plan that would control the price 
of cotton. He thought 'that the time for ac- 
tion in the matter was at hand and believed 
that concerted and well organized effort 
on the part of the farmers would bring 
about the desired result. 

Mr. J. T. Roddey, who is a South Caro- 


in New York, was cailed upon and outlined 
the detaiis of his plans to the meeting. 

Mr. Rioddey is an interesting? talker, and 
his enthusiasm evidenced a deep interest 
in the work he has undel‘taken. 

He prefaced his remarks by showing the 
way cotton values are manipulated by spec- 
ulators and their system of robbing the 
producer of his legitimate profits. 

“It’s all a mistake abeut our production 
being the cause of low-priced cotton. It’s 
because the crop is manipplated by specula- 
tors. Now, my idea is to make the crop 
control the price. This can be done by 
forming a gigantic combitation or company 
with a capital of $50,000,000 or 3100,000,000. 
To form this company I would suggest that 
the producers contribute one bale of cotton 
out of every five they make. In this way 
the stock can be subscribed, and the pro- 
ducer will not be out a dollar. 

“This seems absurd, but say that in a 
crop of 8,000,000 for every five bales a far- 
mer grows he take stock to the extent of 
one bale. That would leave a crop ot 6,400,- 
000 to be marketed, the 1,600,000 being set 
aside as capital stock for the company and 
taken out of the available supply. New I 
verily believe that 6,400,000 bales of cotton 
will bring in value fully as much as 8,000,- 
000—the difference which has gone to specu- 
lators and manufacturers will be set aside 
for the producer in stock the first year. 
In case of a crop failure he has his stock 
in the company to fall back on, and the 
company can sell part or all their cotton 
provided the price is high enough, but in 
no case permit the market to be flooded 
with cotton. 

“To perfect the system of operations it 
woud be advisable to have the gins in each 
county listed and the number of bales gin- 
ned reported to the general office. If pos- 
sible it would be a good idea to control the 
gins. If cotton then comes in too freely 
we could notify the ginners and have them 
suspend operations until the demand in- 
creased. 


for the trust to handle more than one bale 
cut, of every five, as you will see from a 
letter, the Hatcher Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of Columbus, Ga., offers to subscribe 
200 bales at the start. 

“The affeirs of the trust would be Kept 
as secret as possible from the speculators 
and through our branch offices in all the 


counties of the cotton belt we 
would be in absolute possession 
of all facts concerning the state 


of the crop at all periods of the year. 

“The cotton contributed by the producer, 
after being delivered to the officers of the 
trust in each counfy, would be stored, 
insured, graded and weighed and stock to 
the amount contributed given to the pro- 
ducer. 

“My plan would be to have warehouses 
at every general receiving point. These 
could either be purchased ready built at a 
legitimate price or arrangements could be 
made with warehouse owners to store and 
insure at a very low rate. The warehouse 
receipts could be made transferable or bills 
of exchange could be used. 

“T.et books of subscription be opened at 
every town and city in the south. In regard 
to the management of the company have 
one general or head office, say in New York, 
New Orleans or Atlanta, with two general 
directors from each cotton growing state; 
have one office in each state, with one di- 
rector from each county in that state, 
and have suboffices in all the principal cities 
and towns in the different states to control 
the local cotton, all to be cgntrolleqd by 
the general or head office. - 

‘‘Let the head office instruct when to 
sell certain lots of cotton or hold until a 
certain price is offered. The farmer, in 
this way, could not be forced to sell his cot- 
ton. Arrange so that in case a farmer 
wishes to sell, say ten or one hundred bales, 
with so much advanced on it, he might sell 
or transfer his warehouse receipts to his 
creditors.’’ 

Continuing, Mr. Roddey said: 

‘‘Messre. Latham, Alexander & Co., make 
an estimate of the present acreage at 20,- 
309,000. 

“Neil’s estimate of 10,250,000 bales would 
signify a yield of a little more than half a 
bale per acre, which is preposterous. 

“But an 8,000,000 bale crop at 5 cents 
represents a cash value of $200,000,000. If one 
fifth of this crop, or one bale out of every 
five was put into the proposed trust it is 
estimated that its withdrawal would in- 
crease values 25 per cent, giving a cash 
valuation to the remaining four-fifths of the 
crop, of $200,000.000 and $59,000,0000 to the 1,- 
600,000 bales held by the trust. This shows 
the wonderful possibilities in store for the 
producer in this scheme.” 

Mr. Roddey was closely questioned on all 
points connected with his plan and in each 
instance he gave ready answers, showing 
that he had fully mastered the subject. 

J. O. Waddell, president’ of the Georgia 
Agricultural Society and Chairman Lane 
thought that an endorsement of the plans 
at this time would be hasty and il! advised, 
but they were overruled by a majority of 
those present who sustained a motion to 
recommend the plan. 

The subject will doubtless come up in 
regular form before the meeting of the 
Southern Cotton Growers’ Association at 
Jackson, Miss., on January 9th next. 

The meeting passed resolutions giving 
hearty endorsement to the action of the 
Southefn Cotton Growers” Association at 
Montgomery.

NO JURISDICTION. 


Judge Newman Rendered His Mandamus 
Decision Yes.erday. 


POSTMASTER FOX IS NOT DISTURBED 


Ge Will Continue to Execute the Govern- 
ment’s Order Denying the Use of the 
Mails to the Equitable Company. 


Judge Newman has decided that he has 
no jurisdiction in the matter of granting a 
writ of mandamus to compel Postmaster 
Fox to forward the mail of the Equitabie 
Ioan and Security Company. 

He refused to enter into the merits of 
the case and the matter stands exactly 
where it stood before the application was 
filed several weeks ago. 

Postmaster Fox, therefore, in the absence 


aside the instructions of the government, 
will continue to refuse the privileges of the 
mail to the Equitable Loan and Security 
Company. 

The officers of the association are all men 
of high standing in the community and 
their characters are above suspicion. They 
regret the attitude of the government as 
they were anxious to have the matter tested 
and to have the court 
charges thoroughly. 

Judge Howard E. W. Palmer is the pres- 
ident of the association and Colonel W. 8. 
Thomson is the vice president. 

Judge Newman's Decision. 

In Judge Newman's decision rendered yes- 
terday afternoon at 4 o'clock and filed for 
record in the clerk’s office, he said: 

‘This is an application for a writ of man- 
damus to be directed to the postmaster at 
Atlanta, Ga., requiring him to receive and 
send through the mails a certain letter re- 
lating to the business of the Equitable Loan 
and Security Company, to which letter the 
postmaster had refused the use of the mails 
on the ground that the business to which 
it referred and which the letter sought to 
extend had been declared by the postmaster 
general to come within the provision of 


and schemes tu defraud. 
*“‘At the threshold of the case we are met 


circuit court to grant the writ of mandamus 
in an original proceeding such as this. It 
is clearly established and by decisions of the 
supreme court—(Rosenbaum vs. Bauer, 
Rosenbaum vs. San Francisco, 120 U. S. 450, 
and case cited)—that there is no authority 
in the circuit court to grant the writ of 
mandamus generally in an original proceed- 
ing, and that the only power in the court 
to grant such writ isin aid of other proceed- 
ings, R. 8. 716. 

“The contention of counsel for the reia- 
tor herein that this is not true as to cases 
arising under the postal laws, R. S. 629, 
because the court is given expressed juris- 
diction of all causes arising under the pos- 
tal laws by the section named. Independent 
of authority I would be disposed fo hold 
that there is no difference between cases 
arising under the postal laws and other 
case as to right to issue this writ as an 
original proceeding. There is~ authority, 
however, as the question has been before 
the circuit court for the southern district of 
New York, and the precise question made 
here is expressly decided. Urfted States, 
Ex, Rel. Seegar vs. Pearson, postmaster, 
etc., 32 F. R. 309. The contention there was 
the same as that made by counsel for re- 
lator in the case at bar. The view taken 
by Judge Brown that ‘in most of the cases 
in which the question has arisen the cir- 
cuit court had undoubtedly original jurisdic- 
tion of the subject matter of the proceed- 
ings, under some one or other of the ex- 
pressed provisions of the statutes, quite as 
Clear as its authority to determine all causes 
arising under the postal laws’ seems correct 
and is conclusive of the question. The ap- 
plication for the writ of mandamus js dis- 
missed.’’ 

Review of the Litigation. 

The Equitable Loan and Security Com- 
pany was organized about a year ago. 

It was largely based upon the 
principles of life insurance. Each policy 
holder was required to pay into the as- 
sociation on each share of stock an en- 
trance fee of $4 and a monthly payment of 
$1.25 on each share for 130 months. At the 
expiration of this time the association 
agreed to pay the stockholder the sum of 
$504. 

The association, however, reserved the 
right to pay up certain shares of stock be- 
fore they matured. For example they 
claimed the right at the expiration of three, 
six, twelve or any number of months to 
designate certain shares of stock for pay- 
ment, and these shares they proposed toa 
pay at the rate of $504 for the entire sched- 
ule of menths, each stockholder “being 
guaranteed a good profit on his invesement 
and paid according to the number of 
months in which he continued to pay his 
monthly dues into the association. The 
selection of shares of stock for payment 
was determined by a mathematical table 
and this feature of the system is the one 
that was brought to the attention of the 
government. 

As soon as the government was apprised 
of the fact that the company was doing 
business in alleged violation of the statute 
an order was issued by the postmaster 
general and directed to Postmaster Fox, 
denying the privileges of the mail to the 
Equitable Loan and Security Company. 

An application for a writ of mandamus 
was brought before Judge Newman and 
the right of the court to issue such a writ 
was discussed and fully argued before him 
last Saturday afternoon. 

He reserved his decision in the matter 
until yesterday. 

Judge Palmer Interviewed. 

Judge Howard E. W. Palmer was seen 
in regard to the decision of Judge Newman 
yesterday afternoon. 

‘The merits of the case were not con- 
sidered by Judge Newman,” said he,’ “and 
his decision does not affect the real issues 
involved. He merely decided that he has 
no authority under the law to issue a writ 
of mandamus as an original proceeding and 
he does this without bringing into question 
the principles on which the company is 
based. * 

‘‘In regard to these principles,’ said Judge 
Palmer in speaking of the matter further, 
“TIT am satisfied that if three reputable 
bankers will consent to investigate the 
matter they will find that the principles on 
which the association is based are abso- 
lutely right, fair and unimpeachable. The 
association is fully able to redeem its 
pledges and is equally as solvent as any 
life insurance company.”’ 

“What is the next course that will be 
taken by the company?’ the question was 
asked. 

“TIT am not able to say. That will be de- 
cided after consultation.” 
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DON’T WANT THEM. 


The Knights of Labor Will Not Re- 
ceive Lawyers or Bookkeepers. 

New Orleans, November 1—The general 
assembly of the Knights of Labor, in ses- 
gion this afternon, disposed of the vexa- 
tious question of admitting lawyers and 
wage-earning barkeepers to the order. The 
question had been favorably reported by 
the committee, but was voted down. The 
vote was reconsidered and the matier was 
finally disposed of, only to come up in a 
division with a number of amendments at- 
tached. The admission of lawyers was then 
voted on and defeated. The question anent 
tthe barkeepers met the same fate. 

The attendance at the convention has 
been decreased by five delegates, who were 
compelled to return to their homes. They 
were excused by Master Workman Sover- 
eign. There are a number of amendments 
to the constitution which will come up for 
‘consideration within the next day or two.

In the fourth place, Mr. Cleveland is 
familiar enough with the ruling bank- 
ers who are dictating the financial pol- 
icy of the people’s gevernment to know 
that none of them are fools enough to 
place any large part of their gold hold- 
ings where it can so easily fall into the 
hands of foreign bankers. Why should 
they surrender the gold they have in 
their vaults when they can just as easily 
and a great deal more comfortably get 
enough out of the treasury to buy ail 
the bonds they want? It is true they 
could withdraw their gold if they placed 
it in the treasury, but meanwhile the 
foreign bankers could get some of it. 

Itis easy enough to abuse the bankers, 
but business is business, and banking is 
a business. The bond issue is to the 
temporary interest and profit of the 
banks, and they are quick to take ad- 
vantage of it, but they perceive that the 
policy which brings out bonds is sure to 
make gold more and more valuable. Con- 
sequently they feel bound to hold on to 
the small stock they have.

The annual meeting of the Southern 
Associated Press was held in Norfolk, 
Va., yesterday. The old officers were all 
re-elecjed, and after a few matters of 
detail the meeting adjourned. ‘The meet- 
ing was necessary under the by-laws 
of the association, but the bulk of the 
work for the year had been transacted 
at a special meeting of the association 
held at Birmingham, Ala., on November 
9th. The association is in a prosperous 
condition, notwithstanding the hard 
times. It includes in its membership all 
the leading daily morning papers from 
the state of Virginia to New #rleans 
and is formed for the purpose of collect- 
ing and disseminating among its mem- 
bers the telegraphic news of the day. 
The association exchanges its news with 
the two great associations of the north 
and west—the United Press and the As- 
sociated Press—at Washington, and 
through these two associations with all 


the world. It is costly, but every paper 
in the Southern Associated Press gets 
the benefit of all the news so gathered. 
It cost the Southern Associated Press 
last year $180,000 for this news. 

While the service is better than it has 
ever been, it can be greatly improved in 
the future, and will be, as the improve- 
ment has been steady since the organi- 
zation has been perfected. ‘The service 
for the past twelve months is nearly 
100 per cent better than the year before 
and the service then was 100 per cent 
better than it had ever been. The pros- 
pects of the association are yery bright.

Japan Takes Care of Herself. 

Secretary Gresham has been very po 
litely snubbed by the Japanese govern- 
ment. In the most courteous diplomatic 
phrases he has been notified ‘that it 
would be better for him to mind his own 
business, as Japan is quite capable of 
taking care of herself. In other words, 
Japan says that if China is tired of the 
fight and wants peace, she must say so 
directly. Offers of mediation from other 
nations are out of order and will not be 
considered,. 

The Japanese are exactly right. They 
have got the Chinese on the run and are 
in a position to dictate their own terms. 
Why should they, when they are having 
everything their own way, run the risk 
of losing some of the fruits of their nu- 
merous victories by submitting their dif- 
ferences with their defeated foes to the 
arbitration of a distant stranger? 

Secretary Gresham’s offer, sanctioned 
though it was by Mr. Cleveland, was an 
officious piece of meddling, and after the 
humiliating experience of the adminis- 
tration when it interfered in Hawaii, it 
is difficult to see how it could have sum- 
moned courage to get into another for- 
eign entanglement. 

The American people sympathize with

“Its contents display little 
research and no scholarship,’’ says Pro- 
fessor Sloane. ‘‘The style is intended to be

A REGISTRATION LAW. 


Gwinnett Herald: We notice that a num- 
ber of local bills are pending before the leg- 
islature providing for registration laws in 
certain counties. Why not pass one bill to 
cover the entire state and not have differ- 
ent rules in the 137 counties? If a registra- 
tion law is desirable in one county it ought 
to be good for every other county. The pur- 
pose of the bill is to prevent illega! voting 
and consequent frauds in elections. 
There need be but little expense attached 
to registration. It may be made a part of 
the duty of the tax collector, who can 
register the voters of each district as he 
collects tax and when young men come of 
age after tax giving in time they can apply 
for registration before the ordinary and 
their names be entered on the list for that 
district, or the collector might be required 
to open an office at the county seat thirty 
days before an election for all to register 
who had failed to do so before. Thus every 
man would have a full and fair opportunity 
to vote, who desired it. 


Thomasville Times: If the legislature will 
put its ear to the ground it will hear an 
ominus rumbling. The people are murmuring. 
They demand a ballot reform law, a general 
registration act. 

Walton News: This session may pass a 
general registration law. it seems that 
most of the legislature believe every man 
should vote in his own district, as a long 
step toward the prevention of repeaters.

A Visit to the Grounds. 

The visitor to the exposition grounds finds 
himself amid the din and noise of the busy 
hum of industry the minute he walks in 
through the old gate that stands on the 
hill near the Driving Club house. 

The valley all around the old race track 
is fairly alive with the hordes of striped con- 
victs who are buzzing among each other 
like the mingling bees of a busy hive. 

Picks and Shovels are tairly glistening in 
the autumn sunshine; a hui.dred mules are 
trotting to and fro with their picturesque 
dump-carts, the mournful croonings of the 
chaingang negroes fill the air with groans 
and methodical choruses and on all sides the 
fresh red clay is upturned and the smell 
of new earth greets the nostrils. 

It is a picture of activity such as has 
never before been seen in this section of the 
south. It looks like some foreign scene.

How the Work Is Divided. 


The work of grading is under perfect 
organization. 

Mr. T. J. Donaldson is general supérintend- 
ent and Mr. S. H. Donaldson is assistant 
general superintendent.

Charge of the work of grading down the 
site for the government building, which is 
to be located on the topmost pinnacle of 
the grounds—on the highest hill beside the 
Driving Club house.

They Slept in Tents. 


The county convicts at work have been 
Placed in camp near the rounds while the 
work goes on.

The men are made to get up very early 
in the morning and by half-past 5 o’clock 
they are at work digging away the hills 
that are being torn down for the buildings.

The Blacksmith Shop. 
There is a blacksmith shop on 
grounds that is a study within itself.

It is an open air blacksmith shop, having 
no cover over it but a few planks and the 
browned foliage of the stalwart oaks of the 
valley. . 

Down in the Quarry. 


It was peculiarly fortunate for the oppo- 
sition people that they have found a quarry 
right in the grounds which will supply the 
builders with all the stone and granite they 
may need in the building line. 

The quarry of the exposition park is un- 
der the manipulation of Mr. W. H. Don- 
aldson who has scores of hands at work all 
the while blowing out the great boulders 
of clear-cut granite. 

Some of this has already been used by 
the contractors in constructing the founda- 
tions. The ring of the drills as they ply to 
and fro in the hard stone down in the valley 
is heard throughout all the grounds. 

The quarry is located near the Richmond 
and Danville railroad track to the rear of 
the old main building so tamiliar to those 
who have attended the expositions of the 
past there. 

The granite is said to be excellent for 
making the basements of the buildings and 
will find a ready demand in this lie after 
awhile, no doubt, when all the contractors 
get down to work on the foundations.

Of course the grand stand will have to 
be torn away and an entirely different 
building constructed there for the admin- 
istration building. This will not cost much, 
however, in comparison to what it would 
have cost if ‘the directors had seen fit to 
have it placed on another: site, where the 
grading would have been so heavy. 
Digging Out the Lake. 


The space that has been marked out for 
“Clara Meer” is beginning to take shape, 
and it ig row certain that it is going to be 
quite a good sized lake.

Their Liquor 


IF THE TEMPERANCE BILL PASSES 


A Spirited Meeting of the Commit- 
tee Yesterday Afternoon. 


THE PROCEEDINGS IN THE SENATE 


Senator Mercer’s Geolovical Bill Passes the 
‘Benate—It Promises Good Results for 
the Swamp Sections of the Stato. 


The senate temperance committee was 
on the verge of a crisis yesterday. 

The issue was the making of a favorable 
report on the bill to close up the barrooms 
of Georgia and adopt the dispensary plan. 

Senator Mercer’s indisposition to act 
hastily alone averted the act, which, in 
the words of Senator Boyd, “‘would amount 
to a revolution.” 

The Proceedings Detailed. 

When the committee was called to order 
by Senator Boyd, Senator Wilson, amid 
deep silence, moved that the committee 
make a favorable report thereon. 

It was Senator Harris, of the third, who 
interposed the word of objection. 

“We have seen the result of Tilmanism 
in our sister state,’’ said he. “It has been 
a source of constant irritation and trouble. 
Confusion has followed coffusion. The 
idea of the bill to establish purity of liquor 
is shadowy. It will be no purer under the 
dispensary than it is now. Of all the plars 
I have ever seen I think best of that in 
force in Atlanta. I think that Atlanta has 
solved the problem of liquor control.” 

Senator Wilson held that the bill was 
primary to abolish barrooms, though it 
provided a means whereby counties might 
have dispensaries. Three-fourths of the 
counties have already abolished barrooms, 
and I think it unfair that their work 
should be nullified by the invasion from 
the other fourth. The state now author- 
izes men to deal out death and damnation 
and I want to see that state of affairs 
broken up. 

Senator Harris—What is the purpose. of 
your bill? 

Senator Willson—To shut up the bar- 
rooms. While some counties would have 
dispensaries they would be managed by 
men who were opposed to the sale. 

Senator Harris—Is there not a certain 
amount of money to be raised? 

Senator Wiison—The bill provides for 
profit enough to pay the expenses, allowing 
$100 a month for the veuder. 

Senator Harris—All out of sick people? 

Senator ‘Wilson—Well, it will not be 
drank on the premises, 

Senator Harris—Who is the judge wheth- 
er an applicant is sick or not? 

Senator Wilson—The vender will. The bill 
does away with dram drinking at least. 

Senator Boyd, leaving the chair, said the 
only difference between the law as it now 
stands and this bill is that it changes the 
control of the liquor business from the 
barkeepers to the hands of venders se- 
lected by the grand jurors, 

Quite a colloquy took place between Sena- 
tors Boyd and Harris, in which the former 
acknowledged that the bill was defective, 
that the subject was a hard one to legis- 
late upon, but that the bill was in the in- 
terest of the happiness of the people. 

Senator Boyd—These venders would be 
under oath. 

Senator Harris—Are not the present bar- 
keepers also under bond and oath? 

Senator Boyd—Yes, and I know some of 
them whom I esteem highly, but if they 
regarded their oath you would never see 
a drunken man on the streets. 

Senator Mercer—lL would like to vote 
for some strong temperance measure. As 
Senator Boyd says, no law can be perfect, 
but this bill is so exceedingly imperfect 
that I am not prepared to vote upon it. It 
is absolutely impracticable. I, therefore, 
must ask for time in which to study out 
the question. 

Senator Harris—The people of the dry 
counties, Iam satisfied, would be opposed to 
this bill as a reopening of the liquor ques- 
tion. It would disturb harmonious commu- 
nities. We are all sick when we want a 
drink, and under this bill ther2 would be 
more sick men than you could count. When 
pestilence and epidemic come, even the ex- 
perts load themselves with whisky. Its 
sale should be stopped in the country, but 
in the cities where it can be efficiently po- 
liced, it should be sold. 

Senator Wilson—I would dump the whole 
business into the sea if it were not for the 
injury it would do the fish. 
Senator Harris—I would sooner vote fora 
straight prohibition bill than for this. 
Senator Mercer—I suggest that we ad- 
journ until tomorrow afternoon. 
The suggestion was agreed to and the 
committee at once adjourned. 

In the Senate, 
“God bless them, and help them, and 
strengthen them,’’ was the prayer which 
the chaplain was inspired to utter as he 
stood before the state senate of Georgia. 
Shortly afterward he applied for a leave of 
absence of several days for the purpose of 
attending the Methodjst conference now in 
session in Rome. It was announced that 
he had made due provision for the spiritual 
eare-taking of the senators while he was 
away. 
The special order in the senate yesterday 
was the swamp bili of Senater Mercer. 
After the third section, which was the 
vital one in the measure, it was passed by 
a vote of 26 ayes to il nays., Among the 
nays were all the populists and the single 
republican who holds a seat in the senate. 
The bill as finally passed, recites that two 
competent assistant state geologists, who 
shall have resided two years in Georgia, 
shall be chosen by the state geologist, who 
may remove them at any time for incompe- 
tency, inefficiency, or misconduct. So soon 
as a general outline of a geological survey 
of the entire state shall have been made, 
the state geologist shall divide up the work 
between himself and his assistants in such 
Way as shall be to the state’s best interests, 
and under his directio: and control, the 
corps shall proceed to make a careful and 
complete geological, mineralogical and 
physical survey of the state; to-’mter upon 
record, to be kept for that purpose in hig 
office, an accurate statement of the extent 
of all water powers, roads, springs, and 
water courses, and the climate; topography, 
and general physicai character of the coun- 
try, and locate the belts of ores, useful 
minerels, and building materials; to report 
characteristics and composition of soils, and 
the deposits of marls and phosphates; to 
collect, analyze and classify specimens of | 
minerals, rocks, cres, fossils, and soils, and 
enter the same on record; to ca to be 
preserved in a museum specimens illustrat- 
ing the geology, mineralogy, soils and t-

The House Passed Two Yery Important 
Bills Yesterday. 


BOARDS OF MEDICAL EXAMINERS 


Were Provided tor in the Bill of Mr. 
Fouche, of Floyd. 


STRICTER EXAMINATIONS FOR LAWYERS

Will Be the Result of the Bill of Mr. 
W right—Slander rs to Be Punished. 
A Lively Day in the House. 


The house of representatives passed 
two extra bills yesterday, but each ef them 


had close calls. 

The first of these was a bill providing 
for a board of medical examinerse-or 
rather three boards—and was introduced 
by Mr. Fouche, of Floyd. 

The other bill was by Mr. Wright, of 
Floyd, and was designed to do for the legal 
profession what the other bill would do for 
the medical—to raise the standard of ad- 
mission, and of course thereby elevate the 


profession. 

Both bills have been made special orders 
for yesterday and it was known that each 
would be strongly opposed, though the 
committee’s report in each case was favor- 
able. Greater interest therefore was felt 
in the proceedings than had been for some 
days—in many respects greater interest 
than has been manifested in any other 
feature of the iegislative work except the 
elections. 


The Medical Bill. 

Mr. Fouche’s bill was the first to come 
up. Its author is one of the strong men 
of the house and he had prepared his bill 
with great care in order to do away with 
the objects which had been raised in the 
past to the different bills on the same line. 

It developed that in the judiciary com- 
mittee, to which it had been referred, there 
had been some opposition. After the Dill 
had been read Mr. Worley, of Elbert, was 
recognized and spoke against its adoption. 
He contended that the rule for the guid- 
ance of legislators is the ‘old law, the new 
law. the evil and the remedy.’”’ 

The new law, he contended—or rather 
this bill which it is hoped to enact Into a 
law—pescribing no additional source of 
information or higher degree of qualifica- 
tion, nor does it guarantee any further 
additional protection to the people against 
the practice of incompetent physicians. It 
ought, therefore, not to encumber the stat- 
ute books. 

“That ‘dill only prescribes,”” said Mr. 
Worley, ‘“‘an additional expense to the poor 
young man applying for admission to the 
profession and in a measure shuts the 
doors against this class. It makes all 
druggists selling medicines on their own 
prescription criminais. It forces all 
classes, however poor, to go to some doc- 
tor qualified under this act for a prescrip- 
tion for the simplest ill before his drug- 
gist can sell him the physic needed.”’ 

Mr. Worley said that he lived in one of 
the border counties of the state and it was 
often necessary to send for a physician 
living in South Carolina. Under this bill, 
he said that all such physicians would have 
to undergo an examination in this state 
before they could begin or continue their 
practice in those bordér counties. He con- 
tended that the people get no more protec- 
tion, the profession gains no higher grade 
of practitioners and the only result of the 
adoption of the bill would make the pro- 
fession harder to enter. 

He criticised another feature of the bill, 
the provision that excludes from the board 
of examiners all members of the faculties 
of all medical colleges. ‘‘These,’’ said he, 
“are the very best men for examiners.’ He 
contended that the bill would be unfair to 
the young men who had _— successfully 
passed the daily examination of six hours 
each for every day in three full courses 
of study of six months each to a perfunc- 
tory examination by this board of a few 
hours, and if under the excitement he 
failed, his whole chances for entering his 
profession are perhaps ruined. 

Colonel Fouche Supports His Bill. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Worley’s re- 
gnarks Colonel Fouche, the author of the 
bill, made a short speech, in which he re- 
plied to the arguments of the gentlemen 
who had preceded him. He pointed out in 
strong terms the defects in the present 
system. He said that his bill was in- 
tended to stop the “‘mountebanks and 
medical butchers’’ from doing business in 
Georgia and he believed it would elevate 
the standard of the profession. As the 
law stands anybody holding a diploma 
from a medical college has a right to prac- 
tice medicine in this state, and it was a 
notorious fact that in this great country 
there were some so-called institutions 
which ground out these diplomas without 
any knowledge, or desire for knowledge, 
of whether the student knew anything 
about medicine or not. As to the claim 
that it was discriminating against the 
poor boys, he showed that this would not 
be the case. As to the fact of the mem- 
bers of the faculties of these coileges be- 
ing excluded, he said that that was done 
1o meet one of the strong objections to 
former bills and he considered it a matter 
of extreme congratulation that the heads 
of the medical colleges of Georgia should 
be perfectly willing to let their students 
stand right on the same plain with any 
other aspirants in the same line and take 
the examination before any examiners. 
With no members of the faculties of any 
colleges on the board there could be no 
charges of discrimination in favor of the 
students of that college. 

Mr. Branch’s Strong Speech. 

When Mr. Branch, of Columbia, arose to 
address the speaker, after Mr. Fouche, of 
Fioyd, had finished, all eyes were turned 
upon him, as it was thought that he would 
oppose the measure; but instead of that he 
earnestly favored it in one of the strong- 
est speeches of the occasion. 

“In regard to the measure under discus- 
sion, I am not prepared to discuss the de- 
tails of the bill, and I shall direct my 
remarks mainly to the principle involved in 
the bill,” said he. “Mr. Speaker, we here 
have a measure before us, endorsed by 
every school of medicine in Georgia, and 
also by every medical college, who are 
clamoring for its passage, and I think un- 
der the circumstances we should give it 
due consideration. The question is shall 
we permit young physicians to continue 
to go before the world and practice medi- 
cine without their being properly exam- 
ined and qualified? 

“Under our present law we require every 
school teacher to be examined before we 
allow him the privilege of teaching our 
‘Childrem Then, again, we require all phar- 
macists to be examined before we allow 
them to compound medicine. It does seem 
to me that when we require school teach- 
ers and pharmacists to be examined, we 
should require physicians to be examined, 
as of the three I consider the latter the 
most important.

He said it was 
simply a bill to protect the people from 
humbugs and the profession from sugges- 
tions of humbuggism. He con- 
tended that the objections to the 
bill were purely imaginary and he believed 
it to be more in the interest of the people 
than of the profession, but very greatly in 
the interest of both. 

An Amendent Defeated. 


Mr. Worley submitted an amendment pro- 

viding that the provision of the bill do not 

apply to those holding a diploma from any 
medical college in Georgia. 

Then Mr. Humphreys called for the pre- 
vious question. Mr. Worley’s amendment 
was lost and on the passage of the bill it 
had received 87 votes, whea the tally was 
handed to the speaker and he cast his 
vote for it, giving the requisite 88. The an- 
nouncement was the occasion for hearty ap- 
plause. 

The Bill as Passed. 


The bill is quite a lengthy one. It begins 
by providing that within thirty days after 
the passage of this act it shall be the duty 
of the governor to appoint for this state 
three separate boards of medical examiners, 
of tive members each, as follows: One board 
to consist of five members of the regular 
school of medicine; one board of five mem- 
bers of the eclectic school of medicii.e, and 
one board of five members of the nomeo- 
pathic school of medicine. The members of 
each said boards shall be men learned in 
medicine and surgery, of good moral and 
professional character, and graduates of 
reputable medical colleges; but none of 
them shall be members of the faculty of 
any medical college. Kach of said three 
boards shall be waolly independent of and 
separate from the other two in the per- 
formance of the duties herein required of 
each of said boards. A majority of each 
board shail constitute a quorum. 

The term of office of the members shall be 
for the term of three years. Organization 
of each board is provided for. 

Each board shall hold two regular meet- 
ings in each year. One meeting shall be 
held on. the second Tuesday in April, the 
other on the second Tuesday in October. 
The first meeting shall be held in the city of 
Atlanta, and the succeeding meetings of 
each board may be held in such city as 
each board may determine for itself. Spe- 
cial meetings may be held upon the call 
of the president and two members of each 
board; but there shall not be less than two 
regular meetings in each year. Each board 
may prescribe rules, regulations and by- 
laws for its proceedings and government, 
and Shall keep permanent record of its ac- 
tions. And each board shall examine and 
pass upon the qualifications of applicants 
for the practice of medicine in the state, as 
herein prescribed. 

The provision concerning examination is 
Cu..talned in the following section: 

It shall be the duty of each board, at any 
of its meetings, to examine only persons 
making application to it who are graduates 
of an incorporated medical college, school 
or university that requires not less tern 
three full courses of study of six months 
each, who shall desire to commence the 
practice of medicine or surgery in the state, 
and. who shall not by the provisions of this 
act be exempt from such examination; but 
amy person now matriculated as a student 
of medicine at any medical college, after 
graduation, and any person from another 
State who shall have graduated prior to 
April 1, 1895, at a lawful chartered medical 
college requiring only two full eourses of 
Study, shall be eligible for examination and 
license; provided, always, that the appli- 
cant for such examination shall hold a law- 
fully conferred diploma from an incorpora- 
ted medical college which conforms to the 
System of practice represented by the board 
to which application shall be made, unless 
the applicant desires to practice a different 
System from that recognized in his diploma 
—then he shail appear before the board 
which represents the system that he pro- 
poses to practice. But in no event shall an 
applicant who stands rejected by one of 
Said boards be examined or licensed by 
either of the other boards. If the applicant 
desires to practice a system not represented 
by any of the boards hereby established, 
he may elect for himself the board before 
which he will appear for examination. 
When an applicant shall have passed an 
examination Satisfactory as to proticiency 
before the board in session, the president 
thereof shall grant such officer Or member 
as it may designate, by each applicant, be- 
fore such examination is had. In case an 
applicant Shall fail to pass a Satisfactory 
examination before any board, he shal] not 
be permitted to stand any further examina- 
tion before any of the boards within the 
next three months thereafter. Nor shall he 
again have to pay the fee prescribed as 
aforesaid for any subsequent examination; 
provided, that when, in the opinion of the 

resident of any board, any applicant has 

een prevented by good cause trom appear- 
ing before said board, the president and two 
members of said board designated by him 
shall constitute a committee, who shall ex- 
amine such applicant, and may, it they 
see fit, grant him a certificate which shall 
have the same force and effect as though 
granted by a full board, until the next regu- 
lar meeting of the board, when, if the ap- 
plicant fails to appear for examination 
‘said certificate shall be void. 

Before any person who obtains a certifi- 
cate from.any board or from a committee 
of any board may lawfully practice medi- 
cine or surgery in this state, he shall cause 
the said certificate to be recorded in the 
office of the clerk of the Superior ccurt 
in the county in which he resides. But if 
he does not reside in the state of Georgia 
he shall cause said certiticate to be record- 
ed in any county within this state in which 
he offers to practice. The certificate shall 
be recorded by the clerk in a book to be 
kept for that purpose. It shall be indexed 
in the name of the person to whom the 
certificate is granted. The clerk’s fee for 
recording a certificate shall be the same as 
for recording a deed. : 

This act shall take effect from and after 
the Ist day of January, 1895, and that it 
shall be unlawful thereafter for any person 
to commence the practice of medicine or 
surgery in this state without complying 
with the provisions of this aci. But noth. 
ing in this act shall apply to persons now 
lawfully engaged in the practice of medi- 
cine or surgery in the state of Georgia, to 
any commissioned medical officer or con- 
tract surgeon of the United States army, or 
navy, or marine hospital service, in the per- 
formance of their duties as such, nor to. any 
physician or surgeon residing in any state 
or territory of the United States, or in the 
District of Columbia, who may be bona fide 
called in. consultation in a special case 
with a legally qualified physician or surgeon 
residing in this state; nor shall this act be 
construed as affecting or changing, in any . 
way, laws in reference to license tax to be 
paid by physicians and surgeons; provided, 
that ‘a non-resident physician or surgeon 
called in consultation in a special case, as 
above prescribed, shall not be permitted 
to engage in continuous practice or consul- 
tation in connection with any resident phy- 
sician under any form of contract or agree- 
ment, direct or indirect. 

Any person shall be régarded as practic- 
ing medicine or surgery within the mean- 
ing of this act who shall prescribe for the 
sick or those in need of medical or surgical 
aid, and shall charge or receive therefor 
money or other compensation or. considera- 
tion, directly or indirectly; provided, how- 
ever, that midwives and nurses shall not 

regarded as practicing medicine or 
surgery. 

Any person who shall practice medicine 
or surgery in this state in violation of the 
rovisions of this act shall, upon conviction, 

punished as prescribed in section 4310 of 
the code of the state of Georgia for each 
offense; and it shall not be lawful for him 
to recover, by action. suit, motion or war- 
rant any compensation for service which 
may be claimed to have been rendered by 
him as such physician or surgeon. ~~

He had had to work for his 
own education, just as other poor boys had, 
and he believed that any man who didn’t 
have a reasonable knowledge of the rudi- 
mentary elements of an English education 
had no business practicing law. 

Mr. West spoke at some length in favor 
of his amendment, claiming that very many 
gcod lawyers who were practicing ii w 1o- 
day who did not have an English education, 
and that this. provision of the bill would, 
in his opinion, discriminate against the poor 
boys. 

Wanted It Retroactive. 

Mr. Hogan sent to the desk an amend- 
ment, provfiing that the bill be tretro- 
active, and that “all lawyers who had en- 
tered the profession within the hast twenty 
years be compelled to take the examina- 
tion.”” Three or four lawyers who are 
members of the house started to raise 
points against the amendment, which the 
speaker promptly ruled out of order, but 
Mr. Hogan got his revenge by suggesting 
as he took his seat, that he was somewhat 
surprised to find that nobody objected to 
the amendment but the lawyers. 

The vote was taken on Mr. West's 
amendment, but before it. was announced 
Mr. Jenkins, as chairman of the general ju- 
diciary committee of the house, which had 
reported the bill favorably, claimed tne 
twenty minutes to concluae which the rules 
give to the chairman of the committee, the 
call for the previous question having been 
sustained, 

Mr. West raised a point that the vote 
should be announced and there Was some 
discussion on this, but the speaker ruied 
against it. 


The Concluding Speeches. 

Then Mr. Jenkins began his concluding 
speech, announcing at the time that he 
would yield a portion of his time to Mr. 
Rockwell .and a portion to Mr. Battle. 

“IT had almost rather lose this bill,’”’ said 
Mr, Jenkins, ‘‘than to have that amendment 


adopted. It was one of the most important 
features, if not the basis for the entire bill. 
That does not require anything like a colle- 
giate education, but just simply a knowl- 
edge of the rudiments of the English lan- 
guage—that is to know what the English 
language means and how to use it.”” 

Mr. Jenkins’s speech was a ringing one 
and Mr. Rockwell, who followed him, took 
strong grounds against the amendment and 
in favor of the passage of the bill. He ar- 
gued that with the ample facilities for edu- 
cation which Georgia afforded, a man to 
enter one of the learned professions certain- 
ly ougnt to have a knowledge of the English 
language and no ambitious boy, no matter 
how poor he may be, is without the oppor- 
tunity for securing as much of an education 
as this feature of the bill r¢quires. 

Mr. West asked him if the house had not 
just passed a bill creating doctors without 
requiring them to possess such knowledge. 

“What the house has done,” rejoined Mr. 
Rockwell, ‘‘was te pass a bill requiring that 
the doctors should have college educations.” 

Mr. Rockwell continued by urging that the 
amendment be defeated and Mr. Battle, 
who followed, made a strong, though brief 
address on the same line. He emphasized 
the fact that the knowledge of English re- 
quired was simply rudimentary, and that 
certainly no man had a right to object to it. 

The question occurring on the adoption of 
the amendment of Mr. West, it was lost, the 
vote being ayes 59, nays 60. 

Then on the passage of the bill the ayes 
and nays were called and the vote was 90 
to 55. The requisite constitutional majority 
had been obtained and the bill had passed. 

To Punish Slandercrs. 

Another important act of the house was 
the passage of the bill to provide for the 
punishment of slander or oral defamation 
of character. The bill had come to the 
house with the favorable endorsement of 
the general judiciary committee but a 
good deal of opposition had _  dével- 
oned in the committee and it was 
known that there would be like opposi- 
tion on the floor of the house. 

The substance of the bill is as follows: 
“Any person who shall commit the offense 
ot slander or oral defamation, as defined 
in sections 2977, 2978 and 2981 of the code, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished as 
prescribed in section 4310 of the code; pro- 
vided, that nothing herein contained shall 
be so construed as to prevent the offender 
from also being liable in damages under 
existing laws; and provided that the truth 
of the charge made may always be proved 
in justification of the slander, and provided 
also that no court shall have jurisdiction 
to inquire into offenses set forth in this 
act except upon indictment or presentment 
by the grand jury of the county in which 
the offense was committed. ° 

The author of the bill, Mr. Moore, made 
his first speech of the session and in a 
forceful manner argued ‘in favor of his 
measure. He showed that when a libel 
had been committed a man has his redress; 
but when a man is slandered and his char- 
acter destroyed by a foul tongue, there is 
no redress unless the slanderer is able to 
respond in damages. 

Mr. Holland, of Cobb, took the same 
stand and urged the necessity of a law on 
this line. It has been argued, he said, 
that there would be interminable litigation 
with such a law on the statute books, but 
he thought that the provision requiring in- 
dictment by the grand jury would do away 
with all that. 

Mr. Humphreys called the previous ques- 
tion and on the passage of the Dill the 
ayes were 90 and nays 36.

Mr. Reagan introduced a resolution to 
change the time of the day session from 10 
until 9 o’clock in the morning.

Mr. Mansfield—To repeal the act requir- 
ing the voters of McIntosh to be registered.

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A great dea) of interest is naturally be- 
ing manifested by insurance men, business 
men generally, and in fact everybody in the 
bill now before the senate affecting the 
retbods of placing insurance in the state. 
It is the bill introduced by Senator Vena- 
ble, of this county, and it contains a good 
many features to which those interested in 
insurance as the representatives of the great 
companies doing business in this city, ob-.. 


ject. 

Qne of the leading insurance men in the 
southern states, and indeedin the country, 
is Mr. Clarence Knowles, whose views of the 
Venable bill were asked yesterday. Mr. 
Knowles has made a careful study of the 
bill and its effects and gives his opinions of 
it as coming from one who is directly inter- 
ested and who does know what he is talking 
about when the subject is insurance. 

“The bill should be entitled ‘an act to le- 
galize wildaat insurance and to abrogate the 
present saf@guards thrown around the citi- 
zens of Georgia by the state,’ or a ‘bill for 
the relief of underwriters out of a job,’” 
said Mr. Krowles, with characteristic can- 
dor. 

“The trend of legislation in Georgia here- 
tofore,” he continued, “has been to protect 
the people of this state from irresponsible 
and insolvent imsurance companies, for 
which purpose a wise and wholesome sys- 
tem has been perfected, and so successfully 
stood the test of experience that not one 
dollar has been fkost an honest § insurer 
through the inability or unwillingness to 
pay, of companies legally authorized to 
transact business in this state. Im pursu- 
ance of this plan of protection to its citi- 
zens, the state has established an insurance 
department, and hag clothed one of its of- 
ficials, the comptroller general, with author- 
ity to supervise the entire business of in- 
surance and to pass on the solvency of a 
company before it shall be granted a li- 
cense, or entitled to offer its policies for 
sale in the state. It has furthermore made 
necessary, as conditiong precedent to the 
transaction of business, compliance with 
the following requirements: 

What the State Requires. 

“To submit to the insurance commission- 
er a certified copy of its charter, and a 
sworn stacement showing its financial condi- 
ticn on December Sst preceding. Unless 
the company is possessed of at least $100,000, 
invested in the manner prescribed by the 
state, the insurance commissioner cannot 
issue it a license. If, however, on examina- 
tion of its statement, it comes up to the 
requirements of the law, then the compa- 
ny must deposit with the treasurer $25,000 in 
United States and state bonds, before the li- 
cense can be issued. This deposit is held in 
the treasury of the state for the protection 
of those who buy the policies of the compa- 
ny, and while the amount in itself is small, } 
as compared with the liabilities of a comypa- 
ny in the state, yet it has, since its adoption, 
served the purpose of keeping out of the 
state companies of questionable solvency. 
Should disaster overtake a company which 
has its deposit in Georgia it cannot with- | 
draw it until every obligation it has in the | 
state ts satisfied.

property owner of Georgia to insure his 
property where he pleases and with what- 
ever class of company he may select, and 
‘the state furthermore does not prohibit the 
adjuster - representing a company with 
which the property owner has effected his 
, Own insurance to come into the state, 
provided the property owner has filed «a 
schedule of such insurance and paid the 
tax on it. : 

“This state, however, very justly pro- 
hibits resident agents from representing 
companies which have not complied with 
its requirements. 

“In his speech before the senate judiciary 
committee Senator Venable gave some re- 
markable insurance. statistics, showing 
enormous profits reaped by the companies 
in this state. In fact he demonstrated to 
his entire satisfaction at least that the 
companies last year made a profit of $1,- 
260,000 in Georgia. If they did it would not 
be long before he would be converting 
Stone mountain into an insurance company 
and quit the street paving business, which 
has also been somewhat profitable, but 
unfortunately the record is against him. 

“The correct figures show that the entire 
premiums paid ‘in Georgia last year 
amounted to $2,044,381, of which the local 
companies (Georgia Home, Southern Mu- 
tual, Atlanta Home and Macon Fire) re- 
ceived $473,812 and paid out only $122,762, 
showing a loss ratio of only 25 per cent. 
The agency companies—the class which 
Senator Venable says are getting rich out 
of the people of Georgia—received $1,570,569 
and paid out in expenses $523,532, and in 
losses $824,088, a loss ratio of 62 per cent 
against 25 per cent for locals, leaving a 
net profit of only $222,968, instead of $1,260,- 
000. The fact is, Senator Venable’s meth- 
od of calculating insurance profits is unique 
to say the least of it. It would be equiva- 
lent to a merchant buying $100,000 worth 
of goods in New York and selling them in 
Atkanta for $110,000 and claim the $10,000 as 
profit without deducting his freight or ex- 
penses.

A Net Loss Claimed. 

‘‘An examination of this table,’’ he con- 
tinued, “will show that the loss ratio in 
Georgia of these thirty-five companies has 
been 68.50 per cent, the premiums received 
by them amounting to $11,567,099 and the 
losses paid $7,924,806, the expenses calculated 
at the low ratio of 33 1-3 per cent, or $3,855,699 
thus showing a net loss to the companies 
for the privilege of doing business in this 
state of $213,406. Do not look to your de- 
posit laws, or your onerous taxes for the 
absenée of excessive competition in this 
state, but to the record of the state as a 
profit maker. 

‘"‘The same companies in New York took 
in in premiums, $136,995,067 and paid out in 
losses $84,335,773, a loss ratio of 61.50, a 
difference of 7 per cent in favor of New 
York, and measured by the same standard, 
these companies made a profit in that state 
of $6,994,272 against a loss in Georgia of 
$213,406. 

“In Connecticut their premiums were $11,- 
868,844 (about the same as Georgia’s) and 
their losses, $5,754,914, showing a net profit 
after deducting expenses of $2,157,647. 

“Tn Illinois, their premiums were $48,869,942, 
and theit losses $20,426,475, showing a net 
profit over expenses and losses of $14,053, 487. 

“Tt venture the assertion, without fear of 
contradiction, that there is not a southern 
state which up to date, will show a profit 
on its agency fire insurance business. 

The Heavy Taxes. 


“Another reason why competition is not 
more active in Georgia is because of the 
onerous system of taxation, which prevails. 
There is but one business taxed more 
heavily than insurance, and that is a 
circus, and I sometimes think for the 
same ‘purpose—to keep them out. Under 
the existing laws, an insurance company. 
or its duly authorized agents contribute 
in state and county and municipal licenses 
at least $2,000 per annum. Estimate the 
number of campanies doing business in 
Georgia at fifty, and you have $100,000 reve- 
nue to the state from this source alone. 
In addition to this, they pay tax to the 
state of 1 per cent on premiums, as well 
as municipal tax on premiums in several 
cities. The ten leading cities of Georgia 
tax insurance companies as follows: 

“Atlanta—County license, $10; city license, 
$50, and 1 per cent on premiums. 
“Albany—County license, $10; city license,

“This makes $650 in licenses alone in ten. 
cities. Now estimate fifty other agencies 
‘at $20 an agency, which will probably be 
required to cover county and municipal 
license, and it will be seen an average of 
$1,650 is paid annually by cach company do- 
ing businessin the state,in addition to its 
State licenses and taxes.”’ “4 

Mr. Knowles citéd the following provi- 
sion in the proposed bill: 

“That when the license for any company 
has been paid in any one year by any 
broker who has placed insurance in said 
company, then in that case, any broker 
purchasing insurance from said company 
thereafter shall not be liable for an ad- 
ditional license from said company during 
said year, but only for such taxes on pre- 
miums as may be required from time to 
time of insurance companies authorized > 
do business in this state.’ 

“If this bill becomes a law, the company 
which has complied with the laws of the 
state has to pay on an average of $2,000 
in licenses, besides local and state tax on 
premiums, while a wild cat is permitted to 
enter without examination or question as 
to its solvency and is entitled to do business 
on the mere payment of one state license 
and the tax of 1 per cent on its premiums. 

“It is not required to file its charter 
(which probably is a wise omission, as the 
class of companies to be attracted by such 
an invitation perhaps have no charter), it 
does not have to pay for filing a statement 
of its condition (an annual guarantee of 
solvency), and it must only pay for the 
license of one broker, thereby absolving the 
Other brokers in the state from similar 
taxation. 

There Is No Protection. 

“The bill does -not provide any protec- 
tion to honest insurers in this state, ff 
the insurance commissioner has no author- 
ity to examine into the solvency of a 
company before license is issued, and the 
company is not required to come up to the 
standard of solvency prescribed by the 
State. The main object o£: the present 
System is to protect those citizens of the 
State who have not an opportunity of in- 
vestigating the solvency of a company 
offering their policy for sale. A resident 
of Atlanta, Savannah, Augusta, Columbus, 
Macon or any other city can drop into a 
bank or commercial agency and get a 
report on any company which they con- 
template patronizing, but the- citizens of 
the country, whose insurarice frequently 
represent their entire possessions, will be 
left a prey to wildcat companies which 
they will patronize because the state has 
given them license to do business within 
its borders. 

“The proposed bill nullifies the entire sys- 
tem of insurance legislation, which it has 
taken years to perfect, and the logical se- 
quence of its enactment would be not onl 
to subject the people of the state to dan- 
sers of insolvent insurance, but would de- 
prive the state of a large part of its 
revenue, for the companies which now 
comply with the law and pay large surns 
annually into the treasury for licenses 
and taxes would soon find it to their in- 
terest to conform their methods to. the 
bill in question, and make their agents 
brokers instead of agents. 

“This is apparently a clumsy attempt 
to copy the licensed brokerage bills which 
prevail in New York and other states, 
where the amount of capital engaged in in-. 
Surance is not sufficient to protect the 
risks exposed to fire. The difference there, 
however, is that no broker is permitted to 
plgce a risk in a@ company not authorized 
to do business in the state until he has 
exbausted every possible effort to place it 
in companies which have complied with 
the law, and*must file with the appli- 
cation an affidavit from. the property 
owner that he was unable to obtain in- 
surance in companies legalized to do busi- 
ness in the state. 

Rates in Other Southern States. 

“Senator Venable claimed in his speech 
that the rates were too high in Georgia. 
[ think I have demonstrated that they 
were not high enough to yield a profit to 
the comipanies doing business here. I also 
show that the rates are lower in Georgia 
than in any other southern state, with 
one exception. The* following table will 
show the average rate in the southern 
states! for 1893: Georgia $1.31,. Arkansas 
2.07, Florida $1.99, North Carolina $1.55, 


South Carolina $1.42, Louisiana $1.27, Ten- 
nessee $1.53, Texas $1.77, Virginia $1.39, 
Kentucky $1.34, Mississippi $2.04, Alabama 
$1.55. 

“The average rate in Louisiana being 
lower than in Georgia can be accounted 
for by the fact that 90 per cent of the 
premiums in the state come out of the city 
of New Orleans, a well-built, efficiently 
protected place, where the average rate is 
low. 

““In a recent publication I find the aver- 
age rate for nine western states; a com- 
parison of them with the prevailing rate in 
Georgia will show that for a loss producing 
state Georgia is pretty fairly treated. The 
average rate in California was $1.56, Idaho 
$3.08, Illinois $1.16, Indiana $1.63, Iowa $1.27, 
Ikansas $1.54, Missouri $1.28, Ohio $1.28. The 
low premium ratio in Illinois can also be 
explained as in Louisiana; the bulk of the 
premiums come out of Chicago, a low-rated 
city. I venture the assertion outside of 
Chicago and New Orleans the average rate 
in Louisiana and Illinois would be more 
than it is in Georgia. 

“‘EKighteen hundred and ninety-three was 
a profitable year in Georgia, the loss ratio 
for all companies being 46 per cent; but if 
the Southern Mutual, Atlanta Home and 
Georgia Home (which have always made 
money in this state) are omitted from the 
returns the loss ratio for agency companies 
is 52 per cent. When a company’s logs. 
ratio exceeds 60 per cent there is no mon¢y 
in the business. If the legislature wants 
to encourage competition in Georgia let 
them reduce the deposit requirement, which 
is constitutional, to a nominal sum, tax 
insurance companies like they do any 
other business, and there will be no lack 
of companies entering the state. As it is 
now, however, there are more companies 
doing business in Georgia than in Ten- 
nessee on one side, or Mississippi on the 
other, and just as many as there are in 
the state of Alabama, none of which have 
deposit laws. 

“An insurance company should pay a 
state and annual license for doing business, 
and this should be in lieu of all other 
taxes except the usual stated percentage 
on their profits, instead of their gross 
premiums, but it is a well known fact 
it costs an insurance company in 
Georgia on an average 5 per cent for tax- 
ation. When ‘the legislature invites in- 
surance capital into the state, by making 
it to their interest to come here, they will 
respond, but I do not anticipate a very 
hearty response from companies whose 
policies are worth having from an invita- 
tion to come in by the b door, as the 
Venable bill proposes.”’ 


MR. EGLESTON’S VIEWS. 


The President of the Southeastern 
Tariff Association Speaks. 

Replying to a question for his views on 
the insurance bill and referring particular- 
ly to the statement of Senator Venable in 
his remarks before the committee Tuesday. 
afternoon “that the biil was being fought 
by the Southeastern Tariff. Association,” 
Mr. Thomas Bgleston, president of the 
association, said last evening that the 
Southeastern Tariff Association is taking 
no action whatever with ote to this 
‘pill, Hor does it as an organization pay 
ratteation atever to ‘legislation 
which may be Intfoduced in the various 
states covered by it. The fact is that the 
law of the :

within the province of this association as 


an organization. This action leaves the 
matter to individuais, and also leaves the 
association to attend ‘to its business.” In 
“1883 the following fesolution was passed: 
“That this association decline to take any 
action except to confirm the previous reso- 
lution, where it was deemed advisable for 
this organization as &h association not to 
attempt to interfere in matters of state 
legislation.”’ 

“Senator Venable claimed yesterday ‘that 
Captain Henry Jackson appeared before the 
committee in behalf of tne Southeastern 
Tariff Association and . * companies com- 
posing it,’” said Mr. Egleston. “Senator 
Venable is in error in his‘statement. Cap- 
tain Jackson appeared before the commit- 
tee as a director of the Atlanta Home In- 
surance Company, in compliance with the 
resolution of their board. Both President 
Lowry and Secretary Hurt were out of the 
city, or they would also have been pres- 
ent and argued against the passage of the 
Venable bill Whatever action individuals 
may see fit to take in regard to this bill 
is entirely voluntary, and is not inspired 
by the association, which is an association 
of companies and not of individuals. Of 
course, whatevcr legislation which may be 
of interest to the members of this organi- 
zation, the secretary advises them of as a 
matter of information. 

“The Southeastern Tariff Association and 
the companies composing it are utterly 
indifferent as to what legislation is passed 
in this state, or any other state in the 
south. 
to meet the requirements, if possible; if 
not, they have the privilege of withdrawing 
from any state im which the conditions are 
not satisfactory. « 

“The cfy has béen made that Georgia is 
being plundered by the fire insurance com- 
panies, who are growing rieh out of their 
business in this state. It is susceptible of 
proof that the agency companies d@ing 
business in Gebdrgia today, and which have 
been here continuously for the past ten 
years, are out of pocket more than $2,000,- 
000—the difference between their premiums 
and losses and expenses. 

“It is also susceptible of proof that the 
average rate in Georgia today is less thah 
that of any other southern state, and is 
also less than in the majority of the west- 
ern states, where companies have made 
money instead of losing it.”

‘All the cotton markets, for both spots and 
contract, advanced yesterday; spots 1-16 to 
%c oa this side and 1-32d in Liverpool, 
while futures after a very active day’s 
trade closed about 10 points above Tues- 
day’s final figures. 


The sales of contracts reached 242,000 
bales yesterday, the largest sales for a 
long time, while New Orleans sold over 
104,000 baies, an amount that rarely changes, 
hands in that market, but the closing tone 
there was -barely steady at the advance, 
which was equal to New York's. 


In the opinion of the bulls on cotton bere 
We are to have a good advance based ap- 
parently on the better feeling in the spot 
market for the past week or ten days. 


But it is possible that the people who 
fhave @pen buying for investment will 
eventually tire of taking the cotton as it 
is offered, more especially if receipts con- 
tinue to pour in upon them in such enor- 
mous quantities, but the insiders on the 
cotton exchange still advise buying; but 
at the same time say that the “crushing 
receipts may cause another decline.” 


In its review of the cotton market last 
Monday The New York Journal of Com- 
mbrcee says: “The week opens ‘with a 
stronger market for certificates. No exten- 
give deals for investment are shown, but 
small operators are said to be buying with 
more freedom and there has been a great 
deal of covering wherevig margins were 
narrow, and engagements apparently in a 
precarious position. The public cable ad- 
vices this morning revealed a stiffer feel- 
ing abroad, which seemed to be attributed 
in part to the figuring on crop prospects 
as given by The Financial Chronicle on 
Saturday, and in part to manipulation on 
account of the south. Indeed, New Or- 
leans is credited with another attempt to 
work up a bull movement and is said to 
have furnished a great deal of the buying 
power at Liverpool.” 


The stock market was also very active 
yesterday, but values took the reverse 
course to that of cotton and it was but a 
short time after the opening, which at 
fleast gave promise of steadiness, that 
numerous damaging rumors in regard to 
the Granger roads were sprung upon the 
traders, and from that time on under 
the leadership of Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy there was a break of 14 to 2% per 
cent for the day.

Foreign and Domestic News, Qew York.

Very little western oil is 
available in this market, and such as is to 
be had cannot be bought below the prices 
quoted by city crushers.

Hiocld a Meeting and Adopt Amend- 
ments to Their Constitution. 
Bosten, Mass.. November 21.-—-The first 
meeting and banyuet of the season of the 
New England Reform League was held 
last evening at the Copley Square hotel.

Grand Conclave of High Masons “from 
| Brery Polat in Georgia. 


THE ARRIVAL OF THE SULTANI 


Grand Parade—Gorgeous Splendor of the 
Sultani’s Appesrance— Banquet and 
— Ceremony. 


The Mystic Shriners were out in fi! force 
yesterday and the parade was gorgeous. 

At 5 o'clock the members of the Yaarab 
temple and visiting Shriners from every 
section of the state, and the great sultani 
of the order, feasted and banguted at the 
Masonic hall in the old capitol building. 

At 7 o’clock last night the ceremony of 
initiation took place and a large number 
of candidates were put through the “hop- 
per.” 

It was a glorious day for the Shriners—a 
day that will go down in the history of 
the order as being one of the grandest and 
most successful gatherings of Shriners ever 
had in the state. 

His imperial highness, the royal sultani 
of the order, arrived on time in his mazaiti- 
cent special car and was escorted to the 
Kimball in a manner befitting his high po- 
sition, Long before 3 o’clock the Shriners 
began gathering -in -the ‘Kimball rotunda 
and by that hour the floor was a perfect 
sea of bright red fezes and immaculate shirt 
fronts. The Shriners appeared in full dress 
costume and brilliant fez, the fez carrying 
on the front ‘‘Yaarab temple,’ and a small 
star and crescent. Upon the announcement 
that the sultani was in waiting, the Shrin- 
ers filed out of the hotel and lined up on 
Pryor street. The Fifth Regiment band 
was in attendance. 

At a signal fronmi' the sultani, Noblemen 
W. R. Joyner and John C. Joiner, Sr., as- 
sumed positions ahead of the band and the 
procession started off up North Pryor street 
in martial] tread. 

Captain W. R. Joyner, the illustrious 
Captain of the guard, took the position on 
the right, the illustrious second ceremonial 
guide, John C. Joiner, Sr., being on the left, 
in the absence of illustrious first ceremonial 
guide, George H. Holliday. 

Following the band was Lieutenant C. 
B. Satterlee, then the nobles of the order 
in pairs. Potentate H. C. Stockdell brought 
up the rear of the marchers and immediate- 
ly behind him came the sultani in his car- 
riage, drawn by four fiery and magnificent 
Arabian steeds, the best that could be found 
in his pastufes in the great desert of Sa- 
hara. 

His appearance was one of royal splendor, 
duzzling in its effects. Costumed in a most 
elegant and elaborate manner, he made an 
interesting picture and all along the line 
of march was the recipient of admiration 
and offerings of flowers and other presents. 

When the carriage stopped it was found 
to be almost weighted down with souvenirs 
from the admiring multitude. 

The parade was much after the minstrel 
style, but more elaborate, and an old darky, 
after witnessing it, was heard to inquire of 
another if he was “‘gwine to d= minstrels 
tonight.” The comment all along the line 
was highly comptimentary of the Shriners 
and they made many friends and admirers 
by the elegance of their appearance. 

Some of the proinment Atlanta Shriners 
in the parade were: Hon. Porter King, 
Atlanta’s next mayor; Captain A. J. West, 
Hon. A. P. Stewart, Dr. A. H. Van Dyke, 
Mr. Ed McCandless, Mr. M. B. Torbett, 
Captain Billy Sparks, Dr. Huzza and Mr. 
William P. Flanders. Prominent among 
the visiting Shriners were: John J. Seay, of 
Rome; Robert §S. Collins and Robert H. 
Smith, of Macon; John P. Shannon and W. 
O. Jones, of Elberton; A. R. Sullivan, of 
Rome; Ben L. Jones, of Macon, and many 
others. 

The line of march was as follows: 

Up Pryor street into Peachtree and out 
Peachtree to the intersection of West 
Peachtree, countermarching on Peachtree 
to Marietta street, up Marietta street to 
Broad, out Broad 'to Alabama, down Ala- 
bama to W hitehall, out W hitehall to Trin- 
ity avenue, down Trinity avenue to Pryor 
street, up Pryer street to Alabama, down 
Alabama to Loyd, on Loyd to Wall street, 
on Wall to Pryor, up Pryor to Decatur 
street, thence to the Masonic hall in the old 
capitol building. Arriving at the Yaarab 
temple hall the Shriners each was provided 
with seats around the bounteous banquet 
table, and for hours they feasted and listen- 
ed to the brilliant witticisms of their broth- 
er nobles and high officers. 

The sultani delivered an interesting ad- 
dress, reminding the nobles of the great re- 
sponsibility and impressiveness of the work 
to be done at night. He wanted each to see 
to it that the unregenerated sons were given 
the benefits of the ‘‘hopper,’’ and that the 
principles of the order be burnéd into them 
by requiring each candidate to walk through 
the hot sands he had brought from the 
great desert. 

Addresses were made by all the poten- 
tates and nobles, and when the banquet 
Was adjourned the Shriners had reached a 
high state of enthusiasm over the fun to 
come when the ‘‘sons’’ were brought in. 

The Shriners all assembled in the Yaarab 
temple at 7 o’clock, but it could not be learn- 
ed what transpired after that ‘hour. It was 
rumored on the streets that great ‘‘doings’’ 
were going on and quite a crowd had col- 
lected on nearby streets listening to the 
peculiar and strange noises emanating from 
the big building. Passers-by could, at times, 
hear a deep rumbling sound, not unlike the 
earthquake, and again a terrific outburst 
would be heard that suggested in one’s mind 
the great typhoons or hurricanes so com- 
mon on the desert.
